Washington* Feb. 24.— Tho friends of 
Mr. Hewitt and of Perry Belmont have en¬ 
deavored to reconcile the differences between 
those two gentlenicu, which grew out of 
remarks nr.de before the Foreign Affairs 
Committee the other day, when Mr. Howitt 
was questioned about hi* course iu regard to 
the O’Donnell resolutions. As yet, how¬ 
ever, all efforts at a reconciliation have 
failed. Mr. Belmont don’t want to resume 
friendly relation?, and Mr. Hewitt, appar¬ 
ently, will not. He think* that Belmont's 
language to him was of a character that can 
not he forgiven or condoned. 

It is regarded as being likely that the For¬ 
eign Affairs Committee will lie authorized to 
send for person.*, papers aud instructions to 
investigate tbe Hewitt-O’DonntU West af¬ 
fair. If this is done there will be six Con¬ 
gressional Investigations on the way. The 
other five are the DanviUe and Copiah com¬ 
mittees, the Keifer-Boynton, the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, and the investigation by the 
House Committee ou Accounts a* to whether 
employes were discharged at the close of tbe 
last session aud others put in, who 
did nothing but drew their pay. 
There are too maur investigations already. 
These investigations amount to but little, 
if anything The best thing the House can 
co ia to enact uecetvsary legislation to relieve 
tbe people aud adjourn. 

That political dinner given in Brooklyn 
the other day, at which Carl Scburz aud 
other Republicans made speeches, is tbe sub¬ 
ject of a good doai of ‘talk among Rcput»lic- 
an members of the House. It will be re¬ 
membered that Scburz and other speakers 
took the grouud that in order to be success¬ 
ful the nominee of tbe Republican party 
must be an excellent man, aud the bloody- 
shirt idea must not be a leading it»ue in tho 
campaign. The proposed elimination of tbe 
bloody shirt is strongly protected against by 
those gentlemen who are of the Stalwart 
breed. They scoff at tbe idea advanced at 
tbe Brooklyn dinner, and t»ay that the taik 
of such Republicans as Schurz has no effect 
and represent* no seutimeut of the Repub¬ 
lican pafty. They say that the bloody shirt 
aud money is the thing, and that it must be 
agitated actively. The party by the Dan¬ 
ville and Copiah investigations has accepted 
the bloodv shirt once more, and must not go 
back on it. There are. however, a good 
maay Republican member* who think 
like rieburz, no matter how their more .Stal¬ 
wart brethren may scoff. They say that to 
campaign with that banner iu tbe breeze 
will disgust too many people who vote. The 
people say they are tired of all such stuff, 
and are uot to bo moved as they once were, 
by tbe outrage mill. A party that depends 
maiuiy upon that issue for support goes, in 
their opinion, into tbe fight dangerously 
handicapped. They regard the expressions 
of Schurz. and those who think os 

he does, as showing that there is 

a very strong element in the Republican 
party which objects to the blood y-shirt out¬ 
cry, and which, if the present apparent pro¬ 
gramme of that party is carried out. will be 
very lukewarm in its support, even U it i*not 
withheld altogether. From the talk now be- 
in£ indulged in. Lhere is proof of an existing 
difference in the Republican party that is by 
no means of minute dimensions. 

Mr. George Barnes, the l.feorgia member 
of the National Democratic Committee, was 
in New York a few days ago. lie i* a 
warm adherent of Tildeu for the 
Presidency. He called on Mr. Tilden. A 
Cockier-Journal correspondent to-day 
asked Mr. Barnes about Mr. TiMen's physic¬ 
al condition and he retried: “lam sorry to 
say that it is eery poor. He seemed to me 
to !h> ver> bally broken in health. He was 
weak and verv "nervous. His hand trembled 
so that he could hard v carry it to his mouth. 
I don't think be would acrvpt the nomina¬ 
tion if it were offered him." 

*'lu my opinion, ’’ said a member 
of the House to-day, -the** gentle¬ 
men who vppoia the bill lo pension 
Mexican veterans will hear from it most 
unmistakably when they get up for a return 
to the next House. That bill U one of the 
best worked up measure* that have ever been 
brought before Uon^re-*s. 1 have never, 
during m> six years *jrvlco in the House, 
known a bill that was so thoroughly equip¬ 
ped in sentiment before it was reported to 
the House. The bill Hudf i* crude, and is 
open to amendment, which it will doubt¬ 
less receive; but you see some such 
measure ba* been recommend*--! by 
conventions of MexAau veterans 
aud by olhor bodies friendly to them. The 
Veterans' Assr'elation ha* not only urged its 
pmeage, but ho* got numerous other ttodies 
to adopt resolutions in iu favor. This ha* 
been done in nil section* of tbe country. 
Members can not vote against it and not (oar 
the result. Tlu-re w ill be a good deal of 
dodging when tbe vote is taL-n. Whoa tho 
resolution to fix a day for the consideration 
of the bill wo* voted on the other day a very 
Urge number of tho*? who bad been ;filibu$- 
taring ail night ngain»t it. did u*>t respond 
when the ayc* and noes were called. The 
bill is evidently loaded."

A HOMESTEAD MONUMENT. 

A PILE TO BE ERBCIED IN HONOR OF THE 
PASSAOE OF TUE HOMESTEAD LAW. 

I&secfal to the Courier-Journal.\ 

Washington, Feb. 24.—There is a scheme 
on foot which is said to have the approval 
and support of many homestead settlers In 
Dakota and elsewhere to build at Mitchell, 
Dakota, a monument In memorv of tho 
homestead law and its author. A National 
Homestead Monument Association has been 
formed, aud its general agent, J as. Davis, 
of Dakota, is in WastitugUm, asking from 
Congress a grant of one township. 23,040 
acres of the public domain, to aid the enter¬ 
prise. It b proposed to urect a monument 
160 feet high, one fout for each acre in a 
homestead entry, divided above tho pedestal 
into five equal parts, each representing one 
year of the five years' resldenco required to 
perfect the settler’s title under the Home- 
ste *d Act. 

The monument is to be surmounted by a 
figure of Columbia delivering the patent 
earned by five years of actual residence and 
cultivation, lit* pedestal 4* to lie 40 feet 
equate, ropf -skmriug tbe fo«r legal tubdivis- 
ious of a h«.aie>tKai. Grouped about the 
column which t»pn4g* from this are to be 
statues of OaJutha A. Grow and otaer pub¬ 
lic men, woo were specially active in secur¬ 
ing tue passage of tne homestead law. 8. S. 
Cox, who warmlv bupporto i tbe bill for that 
law, takes considerable interest iu the pro¬ 
posed munumeut.

Little Rock, Feb. 24.—Advices from the 
Tfexas border represent that stockmen are 
making an effort looking to Congrcssiona 
action in the matter of establishing a per¬ 
manent cattle trail running from the line of 
that State by way of Kauxa* nud the Indian 
Territory to tbe West. Some time ago tbe 
cattle men addressed a memorial to Secre¬ 
tary Teller, asking him to use his authority 
to prevent the closing of what Is known as 
tbe Western trail, which runs through land* 
belonging to the Cheyenne and Arrupahoe 
agency in tbe Indian Territory, and w hich 
lands have been leased for a term of years to 
a syndicate of «tockmen and inclosed with 
wire fences. It is understood that Teller 
ha* given the memorial consideration, aud 
that the trail will be kept open this season at 
U>a*t. The lessees also state that the fence is 
*o arranged that points can lie pasted 
through the lauds without trouble. 

However, the question of a permanent 
trail is a serious one to tbe stock-growing in¬ 
terests of the Southwest. The shipping of 
stock to tho Western market* aud range is 
owing to high freight charge* and distance 
from railroads, impracticable iu most cases 
Tbe difficulty iu passing herds over the pres¬ 
ent trail?. i« likewise great iu Kan"***. Elso- 
wbere settlers have taken up lands along the 
tmil. aud give herdsmen trouble by claiming 
damage* for trespass and for water. Toe 
drive thi* year expected to foot up manv 
hundred thousand head, and next season 
probably double that number. In view ot 
the immense pecuniar*' interest* involved it 
is deemed advisable to have Congress locate 
a permanent trail there, giving a guarantee 
to stock-grower* that there will be uo ob¬ 
stacle in the way of getting stock to Western 
markets. It is believed that all tbe stock as¬ 
sociation* iu the country will take action ou 
the matter, and (bat a vigorous and concert¬ 
ed movement wiil be made upon Congress to 
secure the desired trail.

New York, Feb. 24.—The movement in 
stocks for the week bits been a dull and drag* 
ging one. hut not without a good deal of 
significance. Apparently tuer© is no di 
miuuUon of ©uorgy on the part of Mr. Gould, 
nnd be talks more aggressively than ever. 
The market has had n tired look, which 
point* not, perhaps, to the immediate end of 
manipulation and the dissolution of tb© 
pools, but decidedly to a more economical 
campaign on the purt of tho bulls, it costs 
money to bull this stock market, and in the 
early days of the present movement Mr. 
Oould, uud later Mr. Vanderbilt, threw 
their wealth in tho street quite recklessly. 
They are not doing that now, and the opera¬ 
tions are conducted in a cheap way, which 
serve* more tbau ever to expose the arti¬ 
ficiality of the boom. The market, generally 
speaking, bo* been monotonously dull. Two 
or three times a day prices were run up 1 or 
2 per cent, aud back again, with very few 
transueUun.n. It is impossible to bur any 
amount of stocks at the low prices or soil 
at the high quotations. Every trans¬ 
action, great or small, is influenced 
by Mr. Gould’s brokers. If a stock-broker 
fail-s the, public aunouncemeut is made one 
miuuie before the clo<dug of the Exchange, 
the clique* having traded on the information 
ail day. Union Pacific is advanced five per 
cent, in three days on the news of a loss of

very little sells above $ lb, but a few lots 
havo brought $18 50. There is a quiet, easy 
movement of foundery aud forgo irons, to 
provide for a slight increase m current re¬ 
quirements, but there is no disposition mani¬ 
fested by consumers to buy ahead, although 
occasional inducements are offered in the 
shape of concessions of about 25e per ton. 
Production is now at its lowest limits, and 
stock* are declining; a few we k# more of 
Uie^e conditions will bring tho iroti trade to 
its turning point, and an active demuud b 
confidently looked for by tbuse who are 
watching the market tae meet closely; and, 
though higher prices will noi be asked, quo¬ 
tations will probably be more firmly* held 
than at present. An occasional furnace Is 
blowing in, but this increase in production is 
offset by otuer iuruares blowing out. 
Southern iron© are soiling at $18. and de¬ 
maud is active; charcoal bloom* $55 to $5*3;

New York, Feb. 24.— It Is the manifest 
intention of rrieuds of avowed Presidential 
candidates in tbe Republican party to scatter 
Arthur’s strength. There seems little doubt 
that they would regard the absence of a 
solid New York delegation, to Chicago in 
Arthur’s favor as conclusive against hi# 
chance*. Several important meetings have 
been held here since the widely reported 
Buffalo conference, all of which have aimed 
at. Arthur's overthrow. The latest con¬ 
ference ba« not broken up. Senator Logan 
came over yesterday from Washington, 
nnd last night he in»r ex-Senator 
Chaffee, of Colorado, and several others, 
who have become interested in tbe anti- 
Arthur movement, and to-night the cry is 
raised of "Anything to boat Arthur.” 
Chaffee, Logan aud Emory Btorrs, of Chi¬ 
cago, spent this afternoun with Gen. Grant, 
and then Chaffee, a* Logan’s friend, visited 
Whitelaw Reid. The ’tribune ot late has 
bean calling attention prominently to 
divided preferences iu the party. 

Pontmaster General Gresham rode out with 
Gen. Grant this afternoon. Emory Storrs 
said to-night: “You may quote me as say¬ 
ing that Gresham told me this afternoon 
that Lognn can carry Ohio; that 
ho can poll as large a vote 
in Indiana n* any other man, and is proba¬ 
bly stronger in Indiana than anv other Re¬ 
publican, and luat it is absurd that there 
should be any opposition to him in Illinois. 
Gresham said he had advised Arthur's friends 
to this effect.” 

When Mr. Grasbam was asked to-night 
about this conversation, he replied: ”\Ynat 
1 said to Htorrs was in ten-led only for him¬ 
self. Ho ou^ht not to report a private con¬ 
versation. 1 did not say Logan was strong¬ 
er in Indiana than anv omer Republican, 
but that he waa strong lucre for obvious rea¬ 
sons. I do not wish to be quoted publicly, 
and have refrained from talking on those 
matters for publication.” 

Ex-Feuator l ragiti, of New Hampshire, 
said to-night that he had information while 
in Washington last week that Arthur wa# 
favorable to Edmund* if he can not himself 
secure the nomination. He predict* that 
New England will be soli t for Edmund#. 
Tbe fart tuat Logan'a friend-, are in cl^se 
communication with the Half-breed leader* 
here to believed in some quarter* to indicate 
a general nude rotund mg among all tue ele¬ 
ments opposed to Arthur, whether upou prin¬ 
ciple or for p«r»onal reasons. 

Edmunds will take away many vote* from 
Arthur in New England and New York, 
while Logan will uke a large voto away in 
the W«*»t end South.

Indianapolis, Feb. 24.—Suit wa* filed 
after court hours yesterday against Johu C. 
New and John C. Wright for damages in 
$235,000 by the Receiver of the defunct In¬ 
diana Banking Company. Tbe suit grows 
out of the wile of tbe Fim National Bank iu 
1878 to tbe Banking Company,, and tbe com¬ 
plaint alleges that New aud Wright -mis¬ 
represented tbe status of tbe Firat National 
at that time. . 

New was interviewed to-day by your cor¬ 
respondent and say* that he ond Wright 
bought a continuing interest iu the First 
National from Hon. W. H. Eughsb. in 
1878, paying SI 00 for the stock. This was 
after the defalcations of about that 
period, which amounted to $100,000. The 
affairs of the bank were in splendid condi¬ 
tion. 8ix months after, negotiations for saia 
of the bank weno opened with Win. H. Mor- 
risou, Prestioent of tbe Indiana Banking 
Company, since deceased. After a thorough 
investigation, going through the book# and 
papers three times, aided by Mr. Lvncb. Na¬ 
tional Bunk Examiner, afterward Vice Pres¬ 
ident of the bank uuucr Morrrison. and, 
after nearly two week#’ deliberation, Morri¬ 
son decoded to buy the bank, paying $1 05 
for the stock face value on *225,000. 

Morrison lived three year* after the tran¬ 
saction, and never intimated that b»* was 
uiasAiisried with tbe pumhase*. * The Indiana 
Banking Company failed last year, and now 
it is thought that thL suit is brought to ex¬ 
cuse the peculiar financial management 
which led to its failure. Tbe suit does not 
affect the pressnt management of tho First 
National Bank.

A GENERAL ADVANCE TO BE MADR FROM 
TRINKITAT AGAINST THE KE'IKLS TO-DAY. 

Cairo, Feb. 24.—Gen. Orabarn, com¬ 
mander of the Tckar expedition, ha* tele¬ 
graphed Gen. Stephenson au urgent request 
for re-enforcements of artillery, a*: he is 
only artne i with camel gmu ngainat O.sman 
Dogma’s artillery, now served by gunners 
from Tokar. The new.# of th* eurreu Uw of 
Tokar ha* spread throughout the Soudan a* 
an Engii#h defeat. Tb* rebels are negotiating 
with Kostsala and other garrisons to induce 
them to join El Mabdt. Th© Government 
has ordered Admiral Hewitt to send Com¬ 
mander Vv olfe to King Johu of Abya-mia, 
with instruction* to offer the surrender of 
part of the district of Sankeet, a portion of 
the territory token from Abyssinia by Gen. 
Gordon, on condition that the Abys¬ 
sinian* march to liberate tho Egyptian 
garrisons in the south iu the Sou¬ 
dan, Tho King demand* an interview 
with Admiral Hewitt and the concession of 
Ma^owah, without waiting to negotiate. 

El Mahdi with th© rerun body of hi* army 
ha^ left Bara and is marching on Khartoum, 
via Duem. Gen. Gordon ha* naked th© Khe¬ 
dive to issue a decree confirming iho inde¬ 
pendence of the Soudan. Tbe Porie ha* 
warned the Khedive to muiutain the integ¬ 
rity of the Soudan and give no recognition 
whatever to El Mahdi. Th© Khedive * di¬ 
lemma bn* given ri*o to fresh rumor* of his 
abdication. A Pan* Memorial Diplomatique 
* assert# that the agents of the Khedive are 
preparing a hotel there for himself aud 
family. 

A Mmkitn dispatch says: A number of 
Nubian troops assembled at* tbe wharf to¬ 
day lo embark for Trinkltat. Al th© last 
moment thry refused to proceed, saying 
tbeir bullet* would not penetrate the shields 
of the rebels, and asking why they were re¬ 
quired. since British troops had been sent. 
The military authorities decided to employ 
th* Nubians a# camel-drivers. The whol* 
Britmu expedition, numbering 4,300 men, 
lauded at Trinkltat to-day. Tue rebel* could 
b© «*r*n on all sides. It 1* esti¬ 
mated that thri© ar© from 10,000 to 
12,000 iu iu© immediate vicinity 
of Trinkltat. The men-of-war Jumna, 
Hecla. Keuger, Caryafort and Oroniea ar© 
at Tnnkuat, and the Euryoiu*, Docov and 
Bhepira* at rxuakim. lieu. Graham ba« 
sent forward tfom Trinxiiat 200 cavalry, 
and more are tohowing. A general advance 
will be made to-morrow. A lort ha* been 
erected 0.000 yards from Trinkltat. 

Geu. SLepheuson sent a telegram to Lon¬ 
don to-day strongly urging that an advance 
bemad© trom 'Iriukitat. The Secretary of 
State for War, in reply 4 ordered an imme¬ 
diate advance, fit? also asked that tde Euro¬ 
peans killed at Teb be buried in a fitting 
manner. 

Toe common talk in the Bazaar at Snakira 
is that Usman Digma will very soou make an 
attack oa this place, in %vhich'eveut it is ex¬ 
pected the biack inhabitant* will declare for 
El Mahdi and massacre tbe Europeans. 

An Alexandria dispatch rays: Tender* are 
invited fur tbe furnishing ol stores and pro¬ 
visions for twelve momus. beginning April 
1. (or the Britten army of occupation of 10,- 
000 men. Toe wheat and bean crop* in Up¬ 
per Egypt ar© splendid. The sugar crop is 
probably the largest on record.

Mansowiah, a#hora uear here a lew days 
ago, floated to-duy and proceeded to Trink¬ 
ltat. The transport Neera, also ashore, is a 
total wreck. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

THE QUEEN ENTERTAINING PRINCE HENRY, 
OF GERMANY. 

London, Feb. 24.—The German corvette 
Olga arrived at Plymouth a few days ago 
from a cruise in tbe West Indies, whore she 
took Prince Henry on board. She suffered 
much damage in the recent gale* and is now 
undergoing repair-at Duvenpurt. The Prince 
is visiting Queen Victoria at Windsor.

The politicsof Europe, the future of Egypt, 
and, indeed, the fate of tb© Sultan of Tur¬ 
key, teem at this moment to depend upon the 
life of on© man, who, by a sudden inspira¬ 
tion. ban been dispatched into the Soudan 
with very full nowors from England, aud 
w ho, it is hopca, will gain the car and tbe 
confidence of El Mahdi. Thin gentleman is 
generally called Chinese Gordon, because he 
urm ha* reparation in the great rebellion 
against th© Eiu|>cror of China. We have 
mason to think that th© position uud char¬ 
acter of Gen. Gordon have uot been fully 
apprehended in thi# country. We me sure 
timt our reader* will be interested in some 
personal account of him, in which w© avail 
oureclv©* of private information given us by 
one of hi* near friend#. 

As the world know*, Gen. Gordon i* on 
accomplished soldier. He has had many oc¬ 
casions tosbow tlm. Iu tue C rimean war bo 
ua* ou officer in the Royal Engineers in the 
English service. After that war he served 
ou the commission for adjusting tho now 
frontier of Russia on the south nnd the 
southeast. In lSfiO, still in the English ser¬ 
vice. he wa* in China. While in command 
of the English engineers at Tien-Tsin, tho 
Chinese Government asked tne English 
to furnish an officer wuo could discipliu-* 
tbeir now levies, they being bard 
pressed by the Tinping m-urrection. MaJ. 
Gordon was appointed to this delicate com¬ 
mand He showed remarkable power in 
bringing discipline into tho Cuinos© army, 
and it wo# to him tuat tho present dynasty 
then owed IU very exu-tenc* iu tbo suppres¬ 
sion uf the rebellion. Maj. Gordon, however, 
did not remain in the Chmera service. In 
1874 be entered the service of Istnall Pasha, 
in Egypt, and he was the successor of Sir 
Samuel Bnk*er in this very Upper Egypt to 
which he has row gone as a conciliator, lie 
attained great influent among the natives, 
and waa familiarlv called “the little Khe¬ 
dive.’’ But he was dissatisfied with th* 
Egyptian Government, although he had 
power enough to carry out to a considerable 
oxtent hi# favorite object, the abolition of 
the African dave trade He left the service 
of Ismail Pasha and accepted an appoint¬ 
ment under L»rd Ripon in lb© East Indie#. 
Ho did not. however, lon^ rematu in India. 

Ir, from this aketch, any one regards Gen 
Gordon as a military adventurer, lending 
lu* »wurd to any naif civilized power in dis¬ 
tress ior th© rak© of i^rsutiai advantage or 
renown, hv i« entirely iui#taktm. Gen. Gor¬ 
don 1* an enthusiast for the rights of ibo*o 
half-civilized tribes who are In danger of be¬ 
ing crushed by the phalanx of Western or¬ 
ganization. With tendemea* and religious 
eagernera, such as is generally railed fanati¬ 
cism, be ha# given hituralf without reserve lo 
th© interest* of such nationalities. He i# 
physically a small man, unassuming in hi* 
personal appearance and demeanor.

mom almost unlimited, in which, in bis own 
Oriental way, Gen. Gordon L already svork 
tug miracles in the .Soudan. 

Gen. Gordon's lost great snccera— and it 
was one fur which the diplomat** did not 
iunnk liuu—was wrought in China. Tbre«* 
or four year* agu the Chin -*© Government 
had been betrayed into a fai»e position auc 
wa* on the verge of a war with Ru**ia. The 
Husidan Government would have liked noth 
mg better. It - would have crushed th' 
Chinee* army, and iu the treaty of peaci 
would have dune what it pleased. In inch a 
wreck there would have bocti fragment? 
quite worth the nttent:on ot England and of 
1* ranee, aud the envoys of thus© nation# at 
Pekin did not distress themselves to promote 
a good understanding. So matters weri 
drifting fa*t into a war, which would hav. 
been rnm to China, when, nil of a »ud 
den. Chinos* Gordon appeared at Pekiu. II# 
was uninvited bv anybody, and certainly 
undesired by th* English Legation. He had 
run across from Loudon at hi* own charge*, 
ond sent by nobody, os easily a# a Boston 
iuerebaut might run across to New York, in 
an exigency. The Englixb Emba#*y snubbed 
him, hut his ow n friend* of the Chinese Gov¬ 
ernment welcomed him. He gave them 
good advice, rescued them from their jieril, 
nnd skipped back to London a* easily a# he 
had come, to be ready to take up the cause 
of the next semi-civilized roc© which he 
might find slipping into trouble. He wa* 
just ou hi* way to Congo by the Atlantic, 
when at the request of the Euglish Govern¬ 
ment he underu ok this commission, almost 
without precedent, for thfc pacification of 
Lantern Africn. 

8uch precedents, indeed, ns there are, are 
to bo found far iuick in Oriental history. 
When a Jewish King found that bis Minis¬ 
ter* and hi* priest* had brought him into 
false alliance© with this Egyptian Pharoab, 
or that Assyrian King. beMmietime* turned, 
in bis dismay, to a prophet to ask him what 
the living God would direct. It is some 
such an appeal which the English Govern¬ 
ment now rnukeb to Gen. Gordon.

By habitual practice it become* firmly 
established, follows them into maturity, de¬ 
base# tbeir language, and makes them appear 
far more silly aud frivolous than they really 
are. It is almost impossible for women 
to shake off this nonsensical habit formed iu 
early youth. Then* exaggeration of language 
Is carried to aj? extent that not only becomes 
a serious consideration to ordinary observers, 
but also to learned men and prufessors. In 
conversation tue other day a professor of 
Trinity College gravely inquired, “Why do 
ladies invariably war their conversation by 
the repeated exclamation’perfectly lovely!' ” 
W* do not wonder that be noticed it. There 
L nothing more tiresome during* lady's con¬ 
versation tuan to boar the unc*a»iug word* 
“perfectly lovely.” At the theater, parties, 
weddings, funerals, lecture*, prayer-meet¬ 
ing# and in horra-cars. steam-car*, steam¬ 
boats, art galleries, milliners' and dry good* 
»boi*k or at th© dentist’s, doctor’s nnd aress- 
makers’, indoors aud outdoors, wherever 
American women are gathered togetbor tbe 
inevitable chorus of “perfectly luvely” arisen 
to arouse the half contemptuous amusement 
of observers. The expression “perfectly 
lovely” is beginning to b© perfectly unlovely 
by its gross misuse. It he* a strong rival 
iu the other ai#o too common expression 
“perfectly elegant.” How American wo- 
m«n are laughed at abroad by tbe misplaced 
expression# uf their New World exaggera¬ 
tion and enthiudiuitn! In nine case* out of 
ten they qualify customs, cathedrals, castles 
aud cow* a# “perfectly elegant;” palaces, 
Deere, peasant* and pig# a* “perfectly 
lovely;” or bUuscLH, soldiers, *eulp- 
ture and sheep a* “perfectly stunning.” 
Is it any wonder that it excite* ridicule! A 
year or two ago a Hartford gentleman who 
accompanied a relative—a young lady—on a 
trip up tbe Hudson river, promised to give 
hor a handsome silk drera if she would not 
utter th© word* “perfectly lovely” ouce dur¬ 
ing the journey. We never heard whether 
she won the dress. We presume not. 

School teachers could do much to remedy 
this defect, it begius in school days. Then 
is tbe time to prevent the overflow of this 
bubbling effusion into later years. A modi¬ 
fication of adjective*, an improvement in 
language *<mld both© result. Perhaps it 
would become “perfectly lovely.” 

(Irabau Bread a Fraud.

The high proportion of profeine matter 
found by chemical analysts to ex»#t in wheat 
bran, aud the quantity supposed to bo thus 
removed from the flour in the process of 
manufacture, has led many intelligent and 
well-mteutioned people, and indeed many 
physicians of high standing, to advocate tbe 
us© of whol* meal—that is, flour mad© from 
th© whole grain and unbolted—in bread¬ 
making, instead of the white bolted flour or¬ 
dinarily made employed. It is believed that 
with th© removal of the bran and other mat¬ 
ters in the process of grinding and bolting, 
causing a *o{>aratioa of from BO to sometimes 
of as high as 70 per cent, of the weight of 
the gram used, a large proportion of tbe 
most nutritious part of tbe cerool is rejected, 
while if the whole product is saved in the 
flour the value of the latter for human con- 
Humption will b© correspondingly increased. 
But that this belief is wholly erroneous ha* 
beeu lately proven by Dr. Max Kubner, who 
has nmd© some careful digestion experiment* 
to determine the amount of material used 
•up in tb© animal economy, when t*ach kind 
or flour 1# used in tbe bread consumed re¬ 
spectively. He examined the residue* 
fioin ordinary flour# aud those from tho 
fluur or wheat meal of the Bread Reform 
Longue, and ns a result of hi# examination 
ho arrive# at the conclusion that the larger 
tu© proporuou Of bran left in tbe flour the 
greater will be the amount of nutritious 
matter unassimiiated aud excreted. While 
be considers it quite possible that the diges¬ 
tibility of the bran might be increased by 
fiuer grinding, he doubt- the advisability uf 
such a procedure, or it* economy, from the 
fact that it may be more profitably fed to 
tho lower animals, which digest it *o much 
mure readily. The higbor palatabdilv of 
bread from tbe best bolted or purified flour 
renders it at all times mo re desirab le.

Lewis Ohr Meals and Drink* bufllricnt Whisky 
tv Rill an Ordinary Man. 

A case of alcoholism of very peculiar origin 
was developed yesterday afternoon at tha 
Howard House, on Market street, between 
Brook and Floyd. Lewis Ohr, aged 20 years, 
a taker by trade, was tho vicuna, but so 
little was known of the manner by which his 
aillictkui was brought on that for a while the 
police were in doubt as to whether they had 
a suicide or a murder on their hauds. 

During the afternoon young Ohr, who was 
acquainted with the barkeeper in a saloon 
under the Howard House, stepped into the 
saloon, and during his stay the saloonist bad 
occasion to replenish bis bar-bottles from a 
barrel of whisky in the back part of the 
room, the mode of drawing the whisky being 
through a rubber tube. Owing to some de¬ 
fect in the process the liquid could not be 
drawn through the tube very readily, and 
while engaged mt the work tho barkeeper was 
called back to the bar to wait on a customer. 
Ohr took the tube and concluded to try the 
suction power of his month during the man s 
absence, and the hitter, becoming engaged, 
wa* absent some time and paid no further 
attention to bis visitors. In a few moments 
Ohr came from tbe vicinity of the barrel 
and tube, and pas-in# to the door remarked 
to an acquaintance, “I tell you 1 got a big 
swig of it: l feel full up. and 1 ex¬ 
pect it will make me druok.” He 

remained about tbe saloon for a while, 
an* was soon ongaged iu a controversy 
with a stranger and boenme so boisterous 
that he was put out. Nothing was scon of 
him until an hour or two afterwards, when 
he was found in a stu|»orin the stable attach¬ 
ed to the hotel. A vigorous attempt was 
made to arouse him but he could not be 
brought to consciousness, and a run or that 
he bad been kicked and cuffed severely in 
the saloon gained ground. Officers Rosen- 
burg and Rouusen heard of the man’s condi¬ 
tion, and finding that he was still alive bad 
Dr. Godshaw called and began to investigate. 
Then it was that the barkeeper recollected 
that he had left Ohr in charge of the rablier 
tube at the bung-hole of the whisky barrel, 
and further inquiry brought out his remark 
about getting “a big swig.” which wa* uot 
understood when he niude it. The rumor 
that he had been kicked while being ejected 
from tho room proved to be unfounded, as 
he bad merely * been led to the door. 
No marks of violence were found on 
him, but Dr. Godshaw found that the pupils 
of hi* eyes were greatly dilated and 
his symptom* dearly indicated alcohol pois¬ 
oning. He had sucked the whisky from tho 
barrel with *o much ease and rapidity that 
he bad no idea of tbe quantity ho was drink¬ 
ing; but the feeling of fulluese that he al¬ 
luded to was fully corroborated bv his con¬ 
dition. Life seemed almost extinct, but Dr. 
Godshaw applied an electric current 
to hi* body and worked with him 
a loug time iu the hope of effecting a rosus- 
si tat ion, but without much encouragement. 
He continued in about the same condition 
until after 10 o’clock, when a slight im¬ 
provement was discovered. In the meantime 
Coroner Miller was notified to go to the 
Howard House and hold an inquest on Ohr, 
a report having reached Central station 
that it was a case of suicide, and that the 
Coroner should be informed of the event. 

At 2 o’clock this morning a slight im¬ 
provement was observed in Ohr’t condition, 
and the responses of the electric current 
were more lasting, but be was still in grent 
danger. Coroner Miller reached the scene 
before midnight, and learned that be bad 
been sent for as a physician, and not for au 
inquestorial purpose. Ohr’s relatives state 
be was not accustomed to drink at all, which 
explains tbe fearful effect of the poison on 
hie system. They were strong in the belief 
that ho was suffering from violence, but his 
physicians could detect no symptoms except 
that of alcoholism.

Saturday, Feb. 23.—The vrcntlicr bus 
Le>cu MCvtttrio «nd abnormal, lo judge from 
the flr*t quarter of tL* ytar, the uivteoro- 
logical schvme of 16S4 is not reassuring, o» 
it has already overpassed ull previous cx- 
trafue limits apparently fiz*d by nature, in 
three particulars: the greatest degree of cold, 
the greatest flood, aud the mast destructive 
tornado ever known in these latitudes. The 
latter, ou Tuesday last, swept across the 
Southeast., and destroyed TOO or 800 lives be¬ 
tide* a large amount of property. W betber 
tbi* appalling calamity i« to be the tiimle of 
the disastrous variation* of the element* from 
all past experiences, i>, of course, a matter 
for guessing, but the apparent introduction 
of some qew combination of natural forces 
into weather phenomena is at least perplex¬ 
ing to ordinary calculations. 

The subsidence of the Ohio river flood lias 
been followed by great activity in repair 
and in the restoration of commercial activi¬ 
ty. Business houses and transportation line* 
Lave been very busy in dispatching delayed 
traffic, and in a few days the industries and 
trade of the valley will have settled back into 
their accustomed course. The trade of the 
entire couutry has been seriously hindered 
and embarrassed by untoward weather con¬ 
ditions; and it is well witbiu toe bounds of 
discretion to say there is at least ample room 
for improvement in all quarter*. 

It is a gratifying feature of the times that 
the decrease in raorcnutilo failure* continues 
steadily from week to week. 

The visible supply of wheat combined with 
the stock afloat for Europe has decreased by 
003,000 bushels, and corn In those positions 
has increased by 61W,OOtj bushel*. 

The wheat speculation has suffered a 
severe collapse, under the failure of antici¬ 
pated frost damages and the settled indif¬ 
ference of foreign markets. In Chicago 
prices have declined 3 , *«/.3;\c, iu St. Louis 
and in New York l**'(5£2c. Corn 
has decliued l)*'(g3c in Chicago, oats }£<gle 
nnd rye while barley is higher. Fro- 
vlaions have been irregular, declining seri¬ 
ously iu the first half of the week, but rally¬ 
ing stnadijy afterward, and nearly regaining 
the differences lost. At the close there is & 
decline in Chicago, as compared with last 
.Saturday, of 10<f/ 15c m mess pork, 12.ty($ 
~2 t c in Kicnm lard aud 45c in spot sides. 
There was a noticeable increase iu the re¬ 
ceipt* of hugs preceding the decline, but the 
receipts of the week were even smaller than 
th m of last week. Tba bog market de¬ 
clined, and rallied under these influences, 
dosing 25<&50o lower than a week ago for 
light and rough stock, while choice grades 
ere fully supported. Cattle have been firm. 
Late advices report heavy looses on West¬ 
ern and Southwestern ranges. Cot¬ 
ton has been firm, with a rise of 
l-16o in New Orleans, while other 
American markets are stationary. Liverpool 
i*» l-10d higher. Fort receipts were very 
light tbU week, but this is due in part to 
weather conditions. The pig-iron markets 
have been decidedly dull, but no decline is 
reported except in Eastern markets. Mer¬ 
chant irons are steady to firm. partly incon¬ 
sequence of tue unforced stoppage of pro¬ 
duction in the Ohio valley. .The wool mar¬ 
kets were strong, and it appears probable 
that interior stocks w ill be better cleafed up 
this season, in advance of the spring clip, 
than to several years past. Dry goods have 
been quiet iu all quarters. The advance in 
bloodied sheetings is well sustained, but 
print cloth* are somewhat weaker. Cof¬ 

fee* have advanced 10 (if JO points in 
New York Exchange. Refined sugars 

have taen sustained. Petroleum has 

L*eu weak and nervous. Pipe-Hue cer¬ 

tificates ore 134 < 31 ,'/c lower than a week 
ago. Tue tobacco inarkot has been strong 
and in sellers' favor. It i* a fact worthy of 
notice that Louisville is the only market on 
the river which was not flooded and brought 
to a compulsory pause during the late over¬ 
flow. Business has been proceeding regular¬ 
ly every day at all the w arehouses, while it 
ha* been entirely suspended at Cinciouati for 
about three w*eks. In those three weeks the 
receipts here wore 6,060 hhds. The whisky 
trade boa become much more hopeful of leg¬ 
islation, and a considerable speculative in¬ 
quiry has develojhrtd this week. 

Iu New York money has been easy at rates 
per cent, lower than a year ago. 
Tbo banks report a slight ioweriug of re¬ 
serves. The surplus above the lawful mini¬ 
mum Is $19,761,800, against $ 1,200,000 a 
year ago; so there is, iu auy event, an am¬ 
ple relative leeway. Western exchange in 
New York has been strengthening. Foreign 
exchange bos been strong, and sterling bills 
are per £ higher. There is now a 

liberal apparent profit on exportations of 
gold, aud a Urge outflow is probable. Thor* 
is an unusual idle surplus on this sido, trade 
baUnces are unsatisfactory ou account of the 
small demand for Westeiu produce, and in 
tbo meanwhile there is a growing feeling of 
uneasiness in Europe in respect to the low 
stage of the visible stock of gold. Govern¬ 
ment bonds have not varied materially. The 
stock market bos been quiet, except m ma¬ 
nipulated properties, and pricee average 
lower than a week ago. 

In London, English consols have advanced, 
nnd American railroads have declined. In 
Liverpool, hog products have declined 1 <$Ss, 
breadstuff* bavo been dull, and cotton has 
advauced. 

A series of beAvy failures have oocurred 
this week in France. 

THE WHI8KY QUESTION EAST AND WEST 

It is worthy of the consideration uf 
Congressmen that there is a peculiarity in 
the relative situation of whisky dealers in 
the E»it*t aud the West, which radically 
affects Eastern oud Western opinion on 
the pending bond-extension bill. Eastern 
holders of whisky may take advantage of 
the privilege of c sporting aud reimporting 
whisky, and Western holders may not. 
The freight to Bermuda aud back ia less 
than the inland freight in one direction 
lictwecQ New York and the Westers cen¬ 
ter*. and is much less than half as great as 
ou both lulnnd hauls combined. The 
Eastern holder, by a trivial outlay in 
freight, may secure an extension on ma¬ 
turing taxes equal to that proposed *by the 
bill, by carrying his whisky tw o years in 
Bermuda, and by ao doing he would lie a 
clear gnincr in two important particulars. 
First, ho would save the 44 per cent, inter¬ 
est on the deferred tax for the two years, 
nnd second, he would save* the tax on the 
leakage tbroi gb the privilege of reguugiug 
his whisky when reimported. 

The point which this state of fuels 
should present to auy intelligent nmn is 
Hint this measure, therefore, involves the 
question whether it is good political econ¬ 
omy or common justice to sacrifice the in¬ 
terests and fortune* of producers for the 
benefit of speculators and dealers, or 
wlietlu*r Eastern dealers shall he enriched 
at the e-\peuse of Western producers. 

This peculiarity in the whisky trade 


constitutes, Iu the absence of further legis¬ 
lation, a high protective tax in favor of the 
East, which is to be paid out of the pock¬ 
ets of Western business meu, and the fail¬ 
ure of legislation iu this behalf is desired 
by the Eastern dealers tor two reasous: 
First, because they buve u mure valuable 
privilege already than the proposed bill 
will give them; and, second, because they 
hope, if the bill fails, that the necessities 
of Western holders will compel them to 
sell nt ruinous sacrifices below cost This 
U the case iu a nutshell. 


THE BALE OP TOBACCO BY PRODUCERS. 

We und hoped thut the Commissioner of 
Interna! Revenue, on having explained to 
him the error of hi* ruling ou the sale of 
tobacco to consumers by producers there 
of, would do himself the credit to modify 
that ruliug so as to conform to the law. 

Iu this, it seems, we arc to be mistakeu. 
lie wrote last week a labored defense of 
liis position, cudeavonug to parry the 
criticisms or the Co cm ut Journal. Our 
Altculiou has beeu called to this letter, 
which, though w ritten expressly ns a reply 
to the Courier*Journal and attended for 
public perusal, was cached in the columns 
of an obscure sheet, whose limited circu¬ 
lation would have rendered any degree of 
publicity impossible. 

The Commissioner undertakes to justify 
bitnoelf by sundry citations of law. The 
chief reliance of his argument appears to 
be section 3.244 of the Revised Statutes. 
This section reads as follows; 

“lintsII dealers In leaf tobacco shall ench pay 
$500. and if ih**lr annual «al**s exceed $1.00U, 
shall each pay in addition thereto 50 cent* for 
every dollar in excels uf fl.OOUof their sales. 
Every person shall ba regarded os a retail dealer 
lo leaf tobacco whose buaiiii*>* it is to sell leaf to¬ 
bacco In quant Hies lesd than an original hogs¬ 
head. case or bale, or who sells ti» r»ct>y to con¬ 
sumers. or to person* other than dealers m lonf 
tobacco, who have paid a special tax as such; or 
to manufacturer* of tobacco, suuff or cigar*, 
who have paid a apeclal tax; or to persons who 
pun*has* in original packages for export. '* 

Wo ask the reader iu justice to the argu¬ 
ment to reread this section attentively. If 
he docs so he will discover that the Com¬ 
missioner of Internal Revenue has failed to 
conipreheud some of the plainest distinc¬ 
tions in the law. Section 3,241, Mr. Evans, 
is a penal statute. By w hat proctb* of men¬ 
tal legerdemain could you have deceived 
yourself into the conclusion thut retail 
dealers iu leaf tobacco are really expected 
to pay a license tax of $500 and in addi¬ 
tion a tax of 50 per cout. ou their sales iu 
excess of $1,000? Cali you not ace that 
this lax is equal to J 00 t< 41,000 per cent, of 
the total proceeds of all 6 ales from $1 
up lo $ 1 , 000 , aud on sales above 
$1.00u that the tax is 50 per cent, 
of the proceeds of sales? Can you 
not see that no business could 
subsist under this rate of taxa¬ 
tion, and that the tax of section 3,244 was 
intended to be prohibitive? Any of the 
old clerks in your office might have in¬ 
formed you that the object of this section 
wits to destroy the whole business of deal¬ 
ing in leuf tobacco by retail for the benefit 
of the wholesale and manufacturing 
branches, and that its object has been iu 
fact accomplished. 

The Commissioner proceeds without 
argument to cite section 2 of the act of 
March. 1883. which reads as follows; 

“Retail dealer* In leaf tobacco shall pay $250 60 
for each dollar on tua amount of their monthly 
sales in exces* of tba rat* of $500 per annum. 
Provided, That farmers and producers of tobacco 
may sell at the place of production tobacco of tbelr 
owe growth and raising at retail directly to con¬ 
sumers, to an amount not exceeding $100 annu¬ 
ally. “ ' 

The Commissioner remarks upon these 
two sections that it requires no eminent 
capacity for legal construction to de¬ 
termine that the same article of commerce 
is referred to in them both, namely, “leaf 
tobacco." We trow not Ou that we are 
not ogTeed. The proviso of 1883 omits 
the word “leaf,” which is contained in ull 
other tobacco statutes. He tbeu proceeds 
to twit the Cockier-Journal because in 
its criticisms it quoted ooly the proviso, 
instead of the whole section. If this was 
a fault, it is now amended, Mr. Commis¬ 
sioner, for there is section 2 iu its entirety. 

But. without kuowing it, the Commis¬ 
sioner by collocaiiug these two sections has 
furnished a condensed demonstration of the 
error in bis theory of the present law. The 
case is thus: First. retail dealers in leaf to¬ 
bacco are subject lo a prohibitive tux; 
second, retail dealers are persons who sell 
leaf tobacco in quantities less than a hogs¬ 
head, case or bale, or who sell directly to 
consumers, or to persons other than deal¬ 
ers or exporters; third, all sales of this 
sort are therefore prohibited, and, we may 
add, under heavy penalties; fourth, but 
the act of 1883 made a radical departure 
from the theory of all past legislation, and 
empowers the producers of tobacco, aud 
none others, to engace* in this proscribed 
business without paying any tax whatever, 
either on license or sales; fifth, that 
act, therefore iu giving a certain class 
of citizens a new right previously denied 
them, the right to sell tobacco by retail to 
consumers, imposed no limitations upon 
the form in w hich it might be sold, and 
left them free to sell it in any form con¬ 
venient for that new kind of trade. It ia 
fuct gave them the privileges of dealers 
and manufacturers, to the extent of selling 
$100 worth of their owu production per 
annum to consumer*. 

The Commissioner next cites certain 
provisions of the law which define the legal 
meaning of “manufacturers.” According 
to these statutes the producers of tobacco 
would be debarred from selling “for use 
or consumption" even the “scraps, waste, 
clippings, stems, or deposits of tobacco re¬ 
sulting from auy process of haudlmg to¬ 
bacco” in barns. The theory of the old 
law was that the tobacco trade in all its 
purls elioutd be forced into the builds of 
middlemen, aud farmers were allowed to 
pack aud sell even this oilal only to deal¬ 
ers and manufacturer*, aud only in such 
form as suited that plan of trading, that is 
in hogshead* or cask*. The Commission¬ 
er, absurdly enough, argues that this rule 
Mill obtain* in respect to this barn offal, 
nuil that while the farmer may sell a thou¬ 
sand or so pound* of hi* finest leaf, with¬ 
out tax or license, he must pay a round 
penally if bo sells by retail an ounce of his 
fccnip*. clippings, waste stems, etc. 

To sum up the whole cat*.*: The act of 
March. 18TO, was distinctly intended to 
f)U)>cr*cdc the whole body of the previous 
internal revenue legislation, which, for the 
purpose of pvevantiog frauds on the reve¬ 
nue, forced thceutire tobacco crop into the 
hands of Government licensees; and to 
give producers to a certain limit the rights 
free of tax or license previously given only 
to manufacturers aud dealers. The Com¬ 
missioner of Internal Revenue decide*, 
however, that this right hliull be exercised 
only under ceriain limitation* of lua own 
invention which arc clearly unlawful lie 


conclude* by saying that the mntter at¬ 
tracts hi* attention because our criticisms 
may “possibly mislead persons into doing 
w hat will, according lo the statute, subject 
them to penalties. M This is *rru?#ly disin¬ 
genuous. Commissioner Evanh’ ruling 
was published In our frret editorial on thl* 
subject, in a more complete form thau in 
tho present letter, and planters were 
thereby as fully advised of his decision. 
We nlbo suited that any planter who would 
venture to sell any part of his crop except 
under the Commissioner’s arbitrary limita¬ 
tions would be liable to prosecution by his 
agents. Wc added, however, as we repeat 
now. that his ruliug is unlawful aud that 
if a lest were made he would probably be 
thrown out of court. 

WATER RUNNING UP HILL. 

New proof is now at hand to show that 
the so-culled tariff-reduction net of last 
March was one of the most unique piece* 
of political jugglery ever perpetrated. The 
Republicans, forced by the demand of the 
people for tariff reform, as voiced through 
the great Democratic majorities, sought to 
meet that dernuud by the passage of an act 
which would nominally make a reduction, 
but which in reality, in many of the more 
important imports, actually increased the 
duties, while pretending to lower them. 

As recommended by the Turiff Com¬ 
mission of their own appoint meat, they 
promised that the act of March would 
make u reduction of from 20 to 25 i»er 
cent, ou the old tariff. But the act was so 
shaped that it is now doubtful it it will 
make any appreciable reduction whatever. 

This is not mere baseless generalizing. 
The Chicago Times publishes a report of 
Mr. Nimmo, the Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, in which he gives an analysis of 
the custom* returns for the first .six months 
under this act. as compared with the cor¬ 
responding period of 1882 under the old 
tarifL 

Some of the items of this analysis arc 
not only interesting, hut must Ixs surpris¬ 
ing to those who thought the Republicans 
intended to make a bona fide reduction. In 
cottou goods, for instance. Mr Nimmo’s 
report shows thut the ad valorem equiva¬ 
lent of the duties laid on them iu the first 
six moQtbs of the new tariff was 40.07 per 
cent., whereas in the corresponding six 
mouth* of the previous year the rate under 
the old tariff was H8.02, being an increase 
rather than a reduction. 

On woolen goods the ad valorem equiva¬ 
lent for the first six months under the new 
tariff was 68 90 per cent ; during the cor¬ 
responding period of 1882 under the old 
tariff the rate was 01171 percent., a simi¬ 
lar increase ns in the case of cotton goods, 
showing thut the manufacturer of woolen* 
enjoys a higher protection than formerly, 
while the duties on wool have really been 
reduced about 20 per cent. 

On pottery the average under the new 
tariff was 47.85 per cent.; under the old 
tariff it was 43.52 per cent. 

On glops the rate under the new.tariff 
was 55.47; under the old tariff it was 54.47 
per cenL 

On all these articles It will be seen, there¬ 
fore, that the rates were higher under the 
new alleged reduced turiff than they were 
uuder the old, and there was a correspond¬ 
ing decrease in their importation. 

Of all the six principal classes of imports 
there has been an actual small reduction 
on only two, irou and steel, and sugar, tlio 
duties on the others heiog increased. 

Summarizing the imports for the two 
corresponding periods under the two tar¬ 
iffs, we have this tabic:

Instead of tlie promised reduction of 

twenty or twenty-live per cent, it U seen 
we are not given one of twoperceuL 
And yet this is the great reform of the 
tariff ou which the Republican* piumo 
themselves, and which they boid forth as 
a conclusive argumeni thut the tariff 
should now be “let alone,” iu which they 
are joined by those Democrat* into whoso 
soul the pig iron ha* entered, or who ura 
as ufraid of practical politics u* thu devil 
is of holy wa— as Cincinnati is of river 
water. 

And so when Mr. MonnifON proposes to 
do by his Tariff Bill wbnl these remark¬ 
able “revisers" said should be done, prom¬ 
ised to do and completely failed to do, they 
cry out; “Hands off! No more tariff 
tinkering! Give the new law a chance! 
The business interests must not be dis¬ 
turbed!”

IRON AND THE TARIFF. 

The Birmingham Age assert* tlmt if the 
Morrison Bill passes, Alabama furnace* 
will blow out iu a month. If this is true, 
some land-owner* In the neighborhood of 
Birmingham have bceu doing some pretty 
tall lying. We do not believe it. In op¬ 
position to this ussertion of the Birming¬ 
ham Age wc pul the statements of CoL 
Colyai; aud CoL Sloss concerning the 
price of iron and its cost of production in the 
South. Examining these statements, it is 
plain the Age is crying wolf when there is 
no wolf. 

Col. Col yak stated some time ago that 
the Cowan furnace, wc believe it was, 
which cost $134,000, hud iu one year made 
$84,000 profit. At that lime the tariff on 
iron whs $7. it will be reduced by tbe 
Morrison Bill to $5 38 per too, or a rre¬ 
duction of only $1 02. According to the 
Age. the profit per ton could not exceed 
$1 62, and a reduction iu the tariff to 
thut extent would dose iho Southern fur¬ 
nace*. Now, in order to make $ 84,000 
iu one year, the Cowan fnrnnce, with h 
profit of $1 62 per ton, would have to 
make 52.000 tons, or 1,000 ton* per week. 
Tlio Age and CoL Coltau kuow that uo 
furnace in the South has 'anything like 
such a capacity. Just what tlio capacity 
of CoL Colyah’s furnace ia no one knows, 
but moet probably it ranges somewhere be- 
twecu 15.000 and 20,000 ion* per ounum. 
So wc must couciudo that the profit per 
ton is larger than the Age asserts, and that 
a reduction in price of $1 62 would have 
no such disastrous effect as the Age imag¬ 
ines. 

JJNow let us try a little different process 
of reasoning. The tariff ou iron is now 
$6 72; the Morrison Bill makes It $5 38. 
or a reduction from the law as it now 
stands of $1 34, und a reduction as com¬ 
pared with laM yeur of $1 62. Against 
such a reduction the pig-iron makers 
protest in it very snimuted clioni*, 
and predict blue ruin. As a matter of fact, 
competition and stagnation in trade have, 
combined, wrought a greater reduction in 
the price of pig tnuuy time* the reduc¬ 
tion the Morrison Bill will cause. Cerium 
local conditions have at times suspended 


the tariff as it were; wc mean prices have 
been reduced to the point where foreign 
goods could not come in even free of duty. 
Of course this condition of affairs is'only 
temporary; there is »*>on a combination 
among American denier* and t he prices are 
advanced, is they were in 1879; the whole 
tribute the .stv allows is exacted. It i* a 
fuel that in the past eighteen months the 
reduction in the price of steel rail* and tho 
reduction in the price of pig-iron have 
cquuled the turiff. Tho law* of trade, as 
far as they have bceu allowed to act, have 
done what a repeal of the tariff two year* 
ago would have done, and none of the 
evils predicted have come to pass. Of course 
some expensive furnaces—furnaces badly 
located and extravagantly managed—have 
been compelled to blow out, but this ha* 
led to the erection of more furnace* iu the 
South. 

We do not consider this a serious ca¬ 
lamity; neither does CoL Colvar nor the 
Birmingham Age. 

Duriug the past two yArs. with the 
price of iron steadily declining, the devel¬ 
opment of the iron industries in the South 
bus bveu phenomenal. It was exactly 
what the Courier Journal predicted. 
The star of the iron empire takes its way 
to the South. This would not be true if 
tbe statement oif the Age were correct. It 
i* absolutely incorrect. Under tilt Mor¬ 
rison Bill, according to tbe .1,7^. good 
Scotch pig could be put in the seaboard 
markets ut $16 73; then good Scotch pig 
must now only cost at the iboord $16 73, 
plus $134. or $18 07. W henever the 
price of pig-iron advances above $18 07 
we would look for no iutbix of foreign pig. 
aud vet to-day No. 2 Southern coke pig- 
iron i* quoted at $20, or f A fig¬ 

ures given by the Age. 

The Age say* tiiat iron nt Birmingham 
cost* $12 and* that it costs $5 or $6 to put 
it in the seaboard market*. The. Age is, as 
usual, incorrect; it evidently gets its infor¬ 
mation from the Nashville American, and 
draws its inferences from its inner con- 
bciousuess. 

It t* the official statement, coiniug from 
the President of tbe Sloss furnace and 
confirmed by the Bccretnry. that the cost 
of iron at thut furnace is $11 91, and that 
these figures include interest on capital in¬ 
vested, anil allow also for tho value of tbe 
ore in the ground. The Secretary says; 

“I believa 1 am in a position to know hovr 
cheaply a tou of iron cau be produced in the * 
Southern irou district, a* 1 have been Secretary 
for this company since it eotnmcoc« d opcr*uonA, 
atul J know do other company on the Amrrlcan 
continent can make it cheaper thfu we do, at we 
har# ail the adrantajres of ore. coal aud lime¬ 
stone. as w ell as all the most recent and approved 
methods of Iron smelt lux* I have floured U all 
out very carefully, a; d the figures my fatbe.r tes¬ 
tified to before the senate Committee are correct, 
Llev«n dollars und ninety-one cent* is the figure, 
and this Includes every known expense. Labor, 
clerk-hire, Interest on investment, interest on 
working capita! at eight per cent. value of ore in 
the mountain before being mined, wear aud tear 
of machinery, taxes, incidentals, etc. Every¬ 
thing! All that tbe irou is sold for abovS this 
figure can go into a fund to pay dividends to 
stockholder*. I have calculated all this carefully 
on an average of three veais’ production, wear 
and tear, expenses, etc . of a furnace, and you 
will find that my figures are not far from cor¬ 
rect “ 

Now this product of the Birmingham 
furnace does not all go to the >eaboard. It 
is sold west of Pittsburgh, principally 
ia Louisville and Cincinnati. The price 
paid i* in the neighborhood of $16 per ton 
on board the car* at Birmingham, and it 
will cost more to brink the Scotch pig iron 
from the seaboard to the central markets 
than to bring the Southern pig iron from 
BirroinghonL A little reflection ought to 
show even the editor of the Birmingham 
Age the folly of asserting that a reduction 
of $1 34 per ton iu the price of pig iron 
would compel the Alabama furnaces to 
blow ouf. No one outside of the office of 
tbe Age believes it 

THE SOUTH AND THE NORTHWEST. 

While the sentiment is universal in 
Louisville in favor of the exhibition of 
1884, that baneful procrnMination that has 
so often retarded our enterprise is still 
upon u*. keeping back ilm completion of 
the arrangements. There were subscrip¬ 
tions InM week that might have lwcn made 
six week* ngo; there will be subscriptions 
two weeks hcuce that might be made now. 
The $132,000 already assured is a guaran¬ 
tee that the $200,000 required to make a 
start will be secured; but with the knowl¬ 
edge that this amount is necessary, it 
would be incomprehensible why the full 
amount is uot already subscribed were it 
not for the procrastinating spirit which 
seems to habitually mark our people. 

This habit is the great drawback of Ken¬ 
tucky. Though wc arc coming to the 
front n» a competitor for capital 
seeking investment, it i» only after the 
pushing ntul ambitious Northwest bn* bceu 
tried aud iu gome measure found wanting 
that energy and cupital turn to us. We 
might have entered the race louirngo. The 
bnllinnt ventures thut have become histor¬ 
ical in their collapse through the unccr- 
lainlics of the Northwest might have been 
turned to our region, and been sustained 
by certainties that svould have given us 
permauent development and the projectors 
assured wealth. What w*o arc'securing 
now from such efforts is through the new¬ 
born energy of Kentucky seizing upon the 
returning tide of enterprise that has met 
with partial disappointment elsewhere. 

But it is not au easy st ruggle yet There 
are physical advantages in the South over 
the Northwest, but there is a spirit in the 
people of that Northern section that must 
be at least equaled in the South. 

Look ut this example: With an oppor¬ 
tunity such as no people ever had liefore, 
with the prestige of a great success still 
giving their name celebrity throughout the 
world, with producers and manufacturers 
from different quarter* anxiously inquiring 
as to the arrangements for the Exhibition 
of 1884, the busine^ people of Louisville 
are daily procrastinating in a matter which 
they daily promise shall be fulfilled. 

On the oth^r hand, consider this sample 
from the great Northwest, that is fully 
awakened to the struggle in the friendly 
field of competition with the South. Mich¬ 
igan invites Kentucky to a contest on Ken¬ 
tucky* own ground, and giving Kentucky 
all the benefit of tho active, advertising 
habit of Michigan. While we are plod¬ 
ding along iu the perhaps doubtful effort 
toward another exhibition, the Michigan 
Commissioners, assuming that no people 
would throw away such a chance, nre 
sending out to the couutry their letter¬ 
head* with a cut of our great building and 
a formal announcement of our undertaking. 

While we are still in doubt whether we 
can open tho door* of our Exposition, these 
Michigan Commissioner* write to those 
who arc struggling to push forward this 
Louisville enterprise these prompt and sig¬ 
nificant word*: “We are taking steps to 
have our agricultural, mining and salt in¬ 


dustries fully represented. The 8tatc | 
Grange ha* already passed resolutions to 
co-opcratc in this movement, and wc pro¬ 
pose to have one of the finest exhibits given 
by any individual State." 

Aud with this announcement come* the 
assurance that Michigan will send a large 
number of visitors to the Exposition or 
1884. 

If Louisville proposes to keep her place 
*be must get up and do a thing when she 
thinks it ought to be done; o/. if she 
thinks a certain thing should not be done, 
let her say so and do bomething else. 
Vacillation aud procrastination are a* un¬ 
worthy of a people a* of a mnu. It will 
not do for cither a man or a community to 
prelend to great qualities nnd yet do noth¬ 
ing while other people are really doiug 
something. 

Here arc people from abroad seckiug 
space in our Exposition, telling n* that 
those in their neighborhood are looking 
forward to a visit to our show; exhibiters 
in our last year's exhibition inserting ad¬ 
vertisements in our owu Board of Trade 
report so as to let us see that our 
outride friends and competitors value op¬ 
portunity; the pres* of the country all 
speaking favorably of our enterprise, und 
iu nil this crowding of circumstauccs tri¬ 
ward ouc purpose our own people are the 
ouly laggards. 

Clearing away the forest* bring* 
drouths, as well as floods. The Manhattan 
gives this instance of how a desert was 
rnndo of a once fertile country: 

“Thirty year* ago, says the FreaoU journal 
Revue d*s Kaux et Fbret*. the Khanate of BueUa- 
na waa on« of the moat fertile region* of Central 
A*ia, well wooded and watered na a terrestrial 
parudiite. But within the last “5 year* a omuwv 
of clearing hua seized upon the inhabitants, nnd 
nil the great forests have been cut away, and thu 
litUe that remained woh ravaged by fire during a 
Uril war. Tbo consequence* weiv not long Iu 
following, and have tranMormed this country 
into a kind of arid desert. The watercourses are 
dried up. and the irrigating canals empty. Thu 
moving sands of the desert, being no longer re¬ 
strained by barriers of forests, ara every day 
gaining upon the land, and will finish by tram*- 
forming It Into a desert as desolate aa the soli- 
tildes that separate it from Khiva “ 

Ik it is ou the card to check the vic¬ 
torious advance* of El M vtint, the next 
engagement of his force* iu Egypt should 
glye some evidence of this. With* 
tin* capitulation of Tokar, the rebels find 
themselves confronting the British fleet 
aud forces. Suukim, the next probable 
point of attack, is held by the English, 
and Osman* Digma, who has taken up his 
position near that place, will not have the 
sheep of Barer Pasra to fight. The re 
port of the next battle may considerably 
vary from tbut of tlio unbroken rebel vic¬ 
tories so far received, und may turn the 
tide of the False Prophet from Its advance 
in Upper Egypt 

BRADT.AUOH fl re-election by the voters 
of Northampton to thu House of Commons 
makes thu fourth time he bus been cboseo 
l*y these elector*. For the fourth time he 
ha* l*»en refused hU seat on acPmnt of his 
religious view*, and for four years North¬ 
ampton ha* beeu without a representative. 
The House seems determined to persist in 
it* refu^il, and the people of Northampton 
appear equally resolved to seat the man of 
their choice, a* they elected him tlie l«-t 
time by the largest majority lie bn* yet 
received. It I* almost impossible to con¬ 
ceive that such a contest as this could arise 
In any civilized government of the Nine¬ 
teenth century. 

It is reported that there i* trouble 
among the Republicans at Chicago about 
tho coming National Convention in that 
city. They expected to hold it in the Ex* 
porition building, but they have discov¬ 
ered that it has been let to the Musical 
Festival Association up to June 6, three 
dav* after the date for the convention. 
The Republicans might change their pro¬ 
gramme and come to Louisville. We have 
an Exposition building which is at their 
service, nnd mixing with the Democrats 
down tbi* way wouldn't hurt them. 

In the la*t issue of the CouruER-Joun- 
nai. wr published a communion ion from 
J. M. W. on the La3kcr affair. J. M. W. 
tukes issue with us in several particulars, 
iu most of his argument* attributing to us 
absurdities, derived from bis owu imagina¬ 
tion, instead of our articles. Tho*c be- 
iug of hia own creation he easily demol¬ 
ishes. We do nut consider J M. W.’s ar¬ 
guments a* dcserviug extended discussion, 
and they merely illustrutc how weak a de¬ 
fense of Bi*makck’8 course must needs be 
made even by a clever writer. 

The New York World says that ' Indi¬ 
ana, with only one-third of the territory 
th t Kentucky has on the Ohio river, has 
appropriated $150,000 for the relief of the 
flood sufferers, or six times ns much as was 
voted by the Kentucky Legislature for the 
tame purpose."

Brooklt.v, Feb. 21, 1S84.—Dr. Talmage 
preached in the Brooklyn Tabernacle to-day 
on “Tbe Arctio Martyrs, ” considering the 
Jeannette expedition and the recent re- 
caption of the remains of DeLong and bis 
comrade*. His text was taken from Job 
xxxvii., 10—“By the breath of God froet is 
given and the breadth of the waters is 
rirailenod.” Following is the sermon in 
full; 

1 his is a river or lake or sea frown over. 
The waters that would Otherwise be tree are 
.1 rationed and in crystal shackles. In Job’s 
line there had been no polar expeditions, 
out this text is descriptive of an arctic sea. 

In the most nncicut times the tyrant Cold 
went forth and assailed the waters, while at 
play, and took them Into everlasting cap¬ 
tivity, and the crash that the arctic explorer 
hears at midnight is only the restless 
captive turning over in her chain.*, 
it is the boruo where all winters 
are hatched iu a not of icebergs 
under the wings of tue north wind. There 
are long rows of cattles in which the giants 
of the cold live. There are great baitle- 
monteot glaciers, Gibraltar® and Sebastopol* 
guarding the realm of frtgiuity und ponder¬ 
ous gates of gl»-.s that swmg opeu long 
enough to let adventurers sail in and then 
v.ving shut, leaving the world to guess about 
the lost shipping. Great cities of palaces 
and castles and minarets and domes and 
bridges and archways and obelisks and 
statuary idtod up with Much splendors that 
the human eye is extinguished if it gaze too 
long. Cathedrals la which eternal silence 
worships. Throne# on which eternul still¬ 
ness reigns. Comments uninhabited, save by 
me w airus or bear or wild geese or ptarmigau 
or deer. Hundreds of tniie» that huve never 
heard human voice or the sound of human 
footstep. Immensities of chilled quiet. “By 
I ho breath of l real from is given, and the 
breadth of the waters Ls straitened ”

“A. fail lire!*’ say thousands 
of people. Two or three bare islands dis¬ 
covered, and the most of the bones of the ad¬ 
venturer* (lung by the Tolar winds or 
; nawed by tbo Tolar bears, wuilo here and 
mere a relic from which all sign of humani¬ 
ty has been obliterated cornea home to revive 
the prolonged anguish of bereft households. 

J protest bore and now agulust this mislead¬ 
ing cry of failure. 

In at least four respects, the DeLong expe¬ 
dition has been a magnificent success. First, 
it has demonstrated m must stupendous man¬ 
ner and before all nations that religion may 
I* carried into all enterprises, and especially 
into those which are scientific. Christ was 
not more certainly on the ship in Galilee 
than He was oia board the Jeaunette. Of 
their tlrst Sunday out, DeLong's diary 
records: “Had tbo Articles of War read und 
the ship's coin|any mustered; then read di¬ 
vine service, aud was much pleased at ob- 
eorving that overy officer and man not abso¬ 
lutely on watch voluntarily attended.” 
Yea, it was divine service every Sunday. 
Tie Lung further records those words: “1 was 
much impressed and derived great encour¬ 
agement from an accideut of lost Sunday, 
t »ur Bible got soaking wet, aud I had to read 
the epistle aud gospel out of my prayer- 
book. According to my rough calculation, 
it wa9 the fifteenth huuduy after Trinity, 
aud the gospel contained some promises 
which sceiuud peculiarly adapted to our cou 
ditioo—Matthew ri., v. 24: ’Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall 
cat or what ye shall dnnk, nor 

3 *et for your body, what ye shall 

put on.’’* The ice-journal of the dosing 
cays of that awful journey reads thus; 
“Leediedut noon. Head prayers tar the 
Mck when ho fouud he was going." Again 
he writes: “Wo are in the hands of God, 
and unless He Intervenes, we are lost.” Of 
me last Sabbath, he says: “Ouo hundred 
and thirty-third day. Everybody pretty 
weak. Head part of divine service.” Alas, 
he could read uo more than part of itt Far 
uway from home, and hungry, and freezing 
and dying, they cria.1 unto the Lord, aud 
they went right out of a Cold earth into 
warm heaven. Oh! we who ueglect divine 
service because it is too cold, or too hot, or 
®e are too busy, or have company, let us 
v .ako the chidiug that come* down from the 
north lu the box containing the ice-journal 
of George W. DeLong,

They did not wait, to proy till the cutters 
rarted in the gale aud the last can of 
pemmican was exhausted and they were re¬ 
duced to a little willow lea aud a fried boot- 
scl#, tut while the Jeannette was in good 
trim and sailing on for a scientific conquest 
to promising that it excited the jealousy of 
naval oftkvrs at Sun Frau deco—the Tusca- 
rora. and the Alaska, and the Alert, and the 
Mouetrey, of the United Htates Navy, join 
iug not in the cheers and the salvo* ut the 
departure of the Jeannette. The prayers of 
the Arctic explorer* in good vvoaiher, as 
«U as severe, are illustrious examples for 
all who go down to the sea m ships, os well 
aa for oil landsmen. Do not wait to pray 
till your provision give* out and your l»o«L 
mnst be abandoned, and there is no game to 
briug down or fetch in and you are lost in 
the snowdrifts. Prayer all the way from 
Kan Francisco to l,«uu delta. Prayer, 
though the lingers were too Dumb to turn 
the leaves and the lip* too stiff with cold to 
spoak the words and the eye too 
dim with fatigue to see the page. 
They were] m*n of splendid physique, 
if their portraits ato accurate, and 
cultured intellects, if we may judge from 
heir diplomas and correspondence, and were 
«rated with all the meteorological Instru¬ 
ment*) and philosophical apparatus, but they 
lid not consider themselves stroug enough or 
wise enough to do without God. Let the in- 
tidal aud atheistic aud blatant philosophy of 


our day hear it and repent. Do not stultify 
yourselves and your religion by saying that 
any expedition is a failure which set* up the 
banner of the Son of God on the glittering 
pinnacles of iceberg till all the nations behold 
the crimson standard. Gloria I’atri, which 
we tang Ibis morning, was sung by these 
Arctic voyagers, while heaving icebergs 
played the accompaniment. Glory be to the 
Father and the Son and the Holy Ghost, as it 
was, is now, and ever shall be, world with¬ 
out end, amen. Oh, did it merely happen 
sof Was it only accidental? Was there no 
significance wide as earth and high as hea- 
veu in the fact that in that unending w inter 
on monumental bill on Lena delta the tomb 
was crowned with a crossl On that cold 
FOREHEAD OF THS WORLD 
is set the moat precious symbol of the Chris¬ 
tian religion. 

Another success of the polar expedition is 
iu giving the .world demonstration of uupnr- 
alloled courage. Remember that it is differ¬ 
ent from that courage which we all admire— 
courage iu battle. It was a more difficult 
courage, for it was against the dumb ele¬ 
ments. Going into ordinary bailie the sol¬ 
dier know* that there is a possibility that the 
enemy may giro way through cowardice; 
hut icebergs never get afraid, and are never 
thrown info panic. Going into ordinary bat¬ 
tle the soldier knows that it is possible that 
the enemy may b** overcome by a (lank 
movement or assailed from the rear; but the 
Arctic ocean never was flanked. A soldier 
goin^ into ordinary battle knows that there 
is a possibility that the euemy’s ammuni¬ 
tion may give out; but the polar re¬ 
gions never l&ck ice for bullets and 
ice for guns and ice for cavalry 
charge and ic* for thunderous bombardment, 
fleets of ice and squadrons of ice forever 
armed against shipping. “Come tome,” 
these armies of cold cry, “come to me. thou 

E ruud Jeannette, ana I will crush in thy 
ows ami take off thy masts and looson thy 
rudder, and 1 will bury thee with no funeral 
honors in the same grave where 1 dropped 
the Resolute and the Intrepid and tno Fury 
and the Pioneer and the Assistance.” The 
most difficult of all courage was 

THE COURAGE OF DE LONG 

and his men, for they fought not other men, 
who may be routed, but the dumb force* of 
nature, which never giv© any quarter and 
never surrender aud never die. God in olden 
time sent forth Joshua and Elijah and Paul 
by their example to teach the world courage. 
Now He sends the Bchwatkas, the Frauklius, 
the Dr. Kan.*, tbo Livingstone#, the Btan- 
leys.tbe Do Longs, the Amblers, the Collinses, 
w ho do houor to the human race. More now 
than ever before there are giant* among 
men, great throngs of men still conquering 
{/itiue and hunger and physical woo that 
they may preseut the round earth to the 
cause of geographical discovery. We have 
fouud out at last bow* the world Is bounded — 
ou the nort h, on the south, on the east arid 
on the west—by the courage of man and the 
goodne>s of God. It is not more weighty, 
such explorers’discovery of the features of 
the globe, than what they discover of the 
capacity of man when ho sets out for great 
enterprises. The influence of such example 
L most salutary. 

We want more men of that kind to work 
THE REFORMS OF STATE 
and church, endurance that enn not be 
irozen out by tbe world’s frigidity. What 
is detaining the church of God in our day* is 
its namby-pamby membership. We have 
plenty of Christian* in the vineyard ready to 
sit down aud eat grape*, but few L>e Longs to 
push out into the cold. Yet God is fitting out 
expeditions on all sides, and men and women 
are wanted who care little for their own 
comfort and everything for what they can 
do for others. Frederic* Uberlin command¬ 
ed *uch an expedition; Florence .Nightingale 
another; Alexander Duff another; John 
Howard another; Bishop Asbury another. If 
vou can not command an expedition you can 
join one. The day will arrive when all great 
Christian expeditions shall come back in the 
presence of many worlds, not only the lead¬ 
ers but the led, not only the commanders but 
the commanded, uot only the celebrated but 
the obscure shall get celestial and divine recog¬ 
nition. A* Christ introduce*his friend*, and 
the question L asked: “Who are these Thou 
tatroducest into ouc imperial company!” 
Christ will say: “This l* the woman that 
gave a cup of cold water to the thirsty trav¬ 
eler; this i» the child that read the scrip¬ 
ture* to her blind mothor; this is the nurse 
that rocked the riok child’*) cradle; this i* 
the female clerk of the store who patiently 
endured the insolence of customers, 
this is the mother who brought 
tip her children for God: thi* l* the man 
who forsook not hi* religion amid the ridi¬ 
cule of the hat factory; this is the flroman 
who fell dead In trying to get a child out of 
the third story of a” burning building; this is 
the machinist or the coal-heaver or the fire¬ 
man of the sunken Jeannette, who? kneeling 
in the Arctic storm, prayed that their sins 
might be made whiter than suow.” And 
then Christ, waving His hand over a great 
multitude that no man can number, will say: 

* ‘They w ere cold, they were sick, they were 
poor, they were despised, they were wronged; 
they cauie out of great tribulation and had 
their rolurs washed and mail© whit* in the 
blood of the Lamb.” That day will be the 
rectification of everything, and those who 
(• x pec ted to take back seat* in heaven will b* 
called to take frout seats, and those who 
would have been satisfied to occupy a foot¬ 
stool will be awarded a throne, aud those 
who had no ambition, except to get inside 

THE SHINING OATES, 

will be made rulers over many cities. 

Another success of this polar expedition is 
in the fact that it has persuaded the whole 
world that it is now time to stop pushing in 
that direction. It is a great thing for the 
world to know when it ho* struck the impos¬ 
sible. Never until now has every reasonable 
and enterprising man been willing to call a 
halt. Ail down through the days of Cabot, 
and John Franklin, and Dr. Kane, and 
Nordcnskjold, and Schwatka, the world has 
thought that there was an important pass¬ 
age to be discovered and great things to be 
won for geography, but the impression has 
come upon the most hopeful of us that God 
does not mean the race to move any furthor 
that way. If there were fifty Northwest 
passages, of what use would they be to the 
world if only one ship out of a hundred 
could react! due of them. Beside that, 
the whole demand for a Northwest 
passage has changed from the fact that this 
continent ha# been cut through three time# 
—by tjn> Union Pacific, tbo Southern Fa¬ 
ct fie and Northern Pacific rnilroa*is—and 
w hat is tue u-e of going so far around when 
we can go straight through? Besides that, 
it is demonstrated that there is nothing 
there more valuable than frozen islands aud 
that the only crop yielded H ice, sheaves of 
ice, stacks of ice, harvests of ice to fill 
garners of ice. 

This De Long expedition has proved that 
God does not want the world to It© occupied 
any further up that way. By the solemn 
empbasi® of this polar disaster Ho say*: 
“Thus far shall thou go aud uo farther. ” 
Without this lust expedition the wurld 
would not have been satisfied. Let 
neither private munificence nor Gov¬ 
ernmental authority pay another dollar 
or allow another life to be lost in Arctic ex- 
)‘edition, except it bo relief enterprises, like 
that now being fitted out. God hat bolted 
and barred thAt gat© and written on it. “No 
admittance.” Let not our foot attempt to 
pas* it, for there are too many armed senti¬ 
nel* pacing up and down to make it safe for 
us to attempt to break through. God has 
some re-orvat ions. The Bible says ho koeps 
some thing even 

FROM THE ANGELS, 
and is it strange that he should keep some¬ 
thing away from tbo human raoef There 
must bo pat h* whore Jehovah can walk alone 
and without being questioned by human im¬ 
pertinence. Do Long and his men have made 
for u* raori important flisooverv, for they 
have found for u* the limits of useful ex¬ 
posure. W Columbus was to be honored for 
rinding the shore of this continent, let these 
dead men have au imperishable monument 
for the fact that they have with their suffer¬ 
ing predece-sore found the shore of the Di 
vine Secret. It is a great thing to have 
seen for themselves aud for all ages 
the burnished barriers of the Omnipotent 
and to have just looked through tbo crystal 
pickets of the feuce marked “No thorough¬ 
fare.” Blessed are those men and those na¬ 
tions who are wise enougn to know that 
there is a limitation to human thought and 
to human courage, aud that at the highest 
latitude over reached by ship’* prow or rein¬ 
deer sled t* the white altar on which the hu 
man rue.* rntut kneel in humblo defeat, cry 
mg, with Job: “lie strotcheth out the North 
over the empty placo.”

Why 
not let tbuir bodies sleep where they fell? 
Neither private nor governmental largess 
can build *o high or so brilliant or no vast a 
monumental shaft for those men as those 
uplifted splendor* around tho North Foie; no 
such sarcophagus as those of the eternal con- 
gealui«‘ut, no #ucb American or European 
cathedrals for pillar and dome and altar and 
lights ns those $t. Marks, those St. FauU. 
those Holy Trinities of collouadud and arched 
and transeptod and chaocelied and chande¬ 
lier# J architecture of the icy dominion*. 
Lieut. Chipp and bis men, who were never 
fgund, are resting

of splendor far beyond London’s acropolis. 
No. The 40 reindeer uiu*t be harnessed to 
the 16 sled*, aud through the atmosphere 69 
degree* Fahrenheit tbo dead are brought to 
Yakouuk, thon 2,(H>0 miles farther to lr- 
koutak, then on to Moscow, then to Berlin 
and Hamburg, where wreaths are showered 
and bolls rung in honor of these bodies com¬ 
ing home, l wo m©n in our time were louud 
mean enough to shoot a President, but I do 
not believe iu all the land there is a man 
moan enough to criticise the expense o( thi* 
long mortuary travel. Every man says that 
is right. Bring them back to their own laud 
and a* far a* possible put them beside their 
own kindred, so that when they rouse in the 
great day of the awakening which shall be 
to all graveyards and cemeteries they may 
come hand iu hand with those who were 
rocked in the same cradle and sheltered m 
the same mother’s arms. 

An instinct plauted in ail bearte must 
have been divinely plauted and for some 
useful purpose. The dtviuc lesson Is that the 
dead are onr*. Five year*, fifty years 
mukts no difference. Write it on the ceme¬ 
tery gate and chisel it on the stone aud em¬ 
balm it in the heart. Our*. Never did God 
*inoe tho day when be hung the world upon 
nothing give such magnificent demonstra¬ 
tion of that truth as by these 8,000 uuies of 
obsequies, all naliou* with uncovered hen i 
bidding God speed to the silout procession. 
Home peopi* recklessly say they do uot 
care wnat becomes of their bodies af¬ 
ter they leave this life. 1 care 
verv much, i want to lie down in the midst 
of my kindred. The same spring-time that

I must have put bloom on iny grave, and 
though we go there ouo by one, one by one, 
and year* ptt*s between this arrival and that 
arrival in tho stdl country, I want u* ail to 
get up together and substitute tor tbo last 
kiss of earthly heart-break, tho good morn¬ 
ing kiss of resurrection reunion. We mind 
come out of tbo gates side by side. 

Yes, Yes. Give DeLong back to the 
widowed soul. Let Collin* jzo to the arms of 
hi* brothers now waiting. Give Dr. Ambler 
back to hi* beloved Pennsylvania. Let dust 
seek kindred dual, aud if any are not 
claimed, let the United State* Government 
be mother to tho home!©-* dead, and at the 
naval cemetery in Anuupolis point to these, 
as toothers niruady garnered, suyiug, “These 
are my jewels.” Do uot *ay. “Why all ihls 
wa*t©; of human file!” There has been uo 
waste. If all these explorer* had lived a 
hundred years at home they could uot have 
given to the world such au irresistible lesson 
aa now of tne triumphant and world-electri¬ 
fying fact that the dead are ours.

THE BRANCH PRISON. 


Fall Text of the Speeches of the Hod. W. J. 8toae t 
of Lyon, ia tbo Boose. 


AN ELOQUENT PRESENTATION. 


Tho House having under consideration the 
bill providing for building a branch peniten¬ 
tiary, Mr. Meredith moved to (postpone the 
further consideration of the bill till Tuesday 
next at 10:30o'clock. Mr. Stone said: 

Ma speaker— I hope the motion to postpone 
will not prevail. This question ha* been practic¬ 
ally before this Assembly ever siuce it convened. 
As soon at tne Speaker announced the *tau<Jtnx 
committees of thi* House, the gentleman from 
Union announced that h« should oppo*s the 
building of a branch peuitentiary. lu fact, for 
ten year* the question has been before the pe<» 
pie of this Mate, for. In lb?4. the Legislator* ap¬ 
pointed a commit Lee to consider the propriety of 
building u branch peuiicutiary. who reported 
favorable thereto, and estimated the co*t at 
$225,000. Again, four years ago. the Legisla¬ 
ture appointed a Branch Penitentiary Commis¬ 
sion. with instructions to visit a number of 
prlHons in Other States and ascertain tho work¬ 
ing* of such Institution*, and after acquiring 
as much information a* passible to *e 
icet a suitable location for a branch pen¬ 
itentiary m this Bute. That Commission, 
after having spent much time and given much 
t ought to the matter, reported to the last Gen¬ 
eral Assembly in favor ot a branch penitentiary, 
conducted on a plan calculated to reform the 
convicts placed therein. Then the nie-^ge of 
the Governor to this Assembly conUlned sugges¬ 
tions of the great necessity ot such an iustitution. 
Later a bill wu* prepared, fully discussed, agreed 
upon and reported to thi* House by the Comudt- 
Ireouhtat* Prisons; had its first and second 
readings, and was ordered to be printed, and was 
made a special order for this day, and now gen 
tlemon urguu with apparent candor that the 
question I* new aud lias beeu sprung suddenly 
upon the House, and ask for further lime to con¬ 
sider IL Sir. no more general or special notice 
has over been giveu that legislation kju intended 
on any subject. But it ha* been universally the 
case with this House that where matters of gen¬ 
eral and \«ul interest have reached a point to In 
acted on some gentlemen have sougut by post 
pourmeol to avoid a final vole. This ia mere 
cuild'K play. Let us vote now upon this measure, 
and either paasltordefeallt wltnoul further del av 
and shrvw to tho country that we hare tiie courage 
and patriotism to discharge the duties for which 
we came here. It would seem a useless waste of 
word* to argue the necessity tor more room iu 
our State prison. We have now near 1.100 con 
victs sentenced to the peuileutiary. The State 
prison contain* 744 cells. To confine all these 
pri*onera in our present prisou would require 
that more than fiUO should sleep two in a cell, 
whon those cells have barely space sufficient fur 
one. and were never intended to be occupied by 
more than one person at a time. All history tell* 
u* that tbe confinement of more than one man 
In a cell leads to the greatest Immorality, aud to 
practices so degrading that tb«y can noL be men 
Honed in thi* presence. Besides, under our pres¬ 
ent system, no effort at reformation can fie sue 
ceesrul. All class©* of prisoners are associated 
together. Small boy* are associated with the 
veteran* in crime Youths who go in therefor 
small offense* are under the infiueura of me 
moat depraved criminals, and history te*chce 
u* that such associations are ruinous to 
the young convict, while on the other hand 
where reformatory measures are used with the 
young, they are often returned to noclety in such 
condition morally a* to become good, law-abiding 
citizens. Tbe system of working, tbe convicts 
outfidc the prison walls has not only proven in¬ 
human to the prisoner but ruinous to free labor 
that works for wage* In all countritw where an 
enlighten'd Christian spirit and advancing civili¬ 
zation exHta, the plan of working convicts out 
side tho orison walls f* fast losing ground aud 
measures for reformation are being adopted, 
shall tb* grand old Commonwealth of Kentucky 
lag brnindf Let our action to-day c*usf the 
answering kills to echo back a positive ••No!” 

At tbe conclusion of Mr. btone’s remarks, 
Mr. Adair took the floor, and. after ho had 
tumhcdhlsexcellent speech, Mr. Slone &£aiu 
said: 

Now, Mr. Speaker, it ha« been urged that this 
bill fihould be postponed in order to have other 
point* than that name i therein examined a* to 
tbeir advantage* fur the locatiou of a branch 
peuiteniiarv. The State has already expended 
thousand* of dollar* in having different points 
examined, and after a iborough discharge of tno 
duties required at their hand* tbe commlnd dors 
ap)>uUitv«l by tbe LugiKlaturv—that commisH ou 
being conip'^od of men fully competent to tho 
Usk aud whose very natTu-b nre u guarani- c of 
patriotism, integrity aud candor—reported to the 
legislature two yearn ago that EddvviJi©. the 
point named in this bifi, wan the most -ultnfil* 
place found iu the but* to build the 


branch jtenlietiUiiry. Now, ay, whnf are the 
jtdvanUge-i of Eddyvill©. or rathvr the site 
selected for tba prison? Ilka little over half 
way from l»uisvilfe to the rjtreme south west¬ 
ern border of the State. It lq* on the Cumber¬ 
land river, which t* inarigotds rtt all aiMutia of 
the year to that point for,a good clous of 
steamer*. The finest natural Vharf on the nver 
is right where the land scire fed comes to the 
river. The C., O. aud K. W. railroad, a grand 
transcontinental line, run* though the ground*. 
Tho Kvamtvlile and Ja- kson railroad will run, 
when built, along tbe north bader of the survey 
on which th© prison is to b* built, to List the 
location 1* the best *hipping point in 
the State, outside of Louririll©, having al¬ 
ways competition In rat-* to all pntata South and 
West, wh*-r© a ready and profitable market will 
at way* be found for the products of the lab^r of 
tbe convict*. In the immed<a* vicinity there I* 
every article needed in tbe construction of the 
wall* ami bmldlugtt. Suitable clay for making 
briclt is found in abundance oo thv premia**- 
Building stone of good quality can tie quarried 
immediately on the site selected for the build¬ 
ing*, and within on© mile. Immediately on the 
railroad, an excellent quality of Htone that I* 
easily worked can be had for ordinary dressed 
stone work. At Princeton, twelve rude* away, 
but on the railroad, the Uncut Moue in 
Kentucky for finished or ornamental work 
rxinte. and con be dd down at 
tno penitentiary cheaper than it could 
b© hauledoue mil© with team*, hire clay and 
potter** clay in abundance ic the imm«*dint© 
vicinity, and fine forest* of g.6d timber near at 
hand on all side*, bealdr* tiip practically inex¬ 
haustible supplies of timber it easy reach, both 
by rail and river. Iron oie of flu© quality 
abound*, in every hill adjncenl, aud cuai in quan- 
line* rxhau tlt-K« near at hand. The tract of 
land contain* 150 acre*, eaaly worth $10,000, 
but which for thi# purpee-e aloi» can be had for 
$4,000, very rich and well drained: not 15 ocrea 
of which ho* ever been overilpwed, and all easily 
tillable. Wat-rfurall tm - iu ui.nl by 
bold, never-falling springs.alwsyecool and pure, 
on and near tbe prem-re*. The»it© for tbe build¬ 
ings on un elevated plane fat lUxtve high water 
and malarial influences shr'.ten-d ou the north 
and w©*i by a range of hills of sufficient magni¬ 
tude to break the force of the «ohl wind* of win¬ 
ter, but above and over which the gentle breew-s 
from I ho south, aided by the ray# of the sun. 
will lift and dispel every character of health 
destroying miasma that might attempt to linger 
there. Tbe town of Eddyvlllo Immediately 
above and almost joining it, and (he town of 
Kuttawa. wbuse corporate limits are almost 
within a stone's throw just below, a re both re- 
mnrkabla fur being healthy phices. The prison 
grounds, with advantage® ov«r both in point of 
location, can not be otherwise than healthy. 
With these fact* before the House, 1 hope thi* 
bill w ill not be postponed* 

Mr- Speaker, ever since I can remember I have 
ut interval* met with circumstances and char¬ 
acter* that A-ttonisned me. Ail along the Jour¬ 
ney of my Ufe l have heard utterancos from 
human lipa that, amazed me beyond my power of 
expression. But, sir, uever before have 1 been 
*o completely overwhelmed with wonder a* 1 
have thi* day at the language of the gentleman 
froml'nion. I had been taught, and had be¬ 
lieved it so, that we of this generation lived in an 
age of progress; in an age in which th* civilizing 
influence ot an mllghienod LbrUtlauiiy wo* 
making lt*elf felt in the elevation of tne standard 
of intelligence among all men; in a country 
and an age when any man, no matter 
how poor lie may be, how lutle of »h© world * 
good* he might posses*, how ignoraut he might 
be. still had a right In which the law pro¬ 
tected him to ‘•life, liberty nod the pursuit of 
happiness:' an age In which the principles of 
humanity and Christianity had reached that high 

I ’lsne that recognized it to be tbe duty of ©very 
over of his country and hi* fellow-tnan to act 
always in that way and d» those thing* that 
would tend to bring back to a correct life those 
who hod gone astray. But If the gentleman from 
Union ta to be taken a* an exponent of the prio 
rtph-s prevailing in our day we are going back¬ 
ward in tbe scale of civiliaa'.ion. This bill pro¬ 
vide* for such government of convicts a* shall 
tetid to reform them. They can not be refonupd v 
throwu together a* they are now in one common 
herd. To work them outside the walls is in- 
Luman and cruel. In that the death rate among 
those outside is five time* as great a* it is among 
those inside But the gentleman from Union 
says we do not need a branch prison. I have 
shown how Inadequate is osr penitentiary to 
a>x:ommodate tbe present number of couvict*. 
Ju.it such a atate of thin** existed in this Mate 
H2 years ago. and at that tire© John Adair, the 
grandfather of the geutivman from Unlou, was 
Uovsruor of Kentucky. In his message to the 
]*glalature, he, with r-arbettnesaand zeal, urge* 
the Assembly to make provision for the better 
management of the convict* then confined in tbe 
Fcuitenliury. He urge# an Increase of the 
number of cells; urge* the u«n*gemeut be aa 
far a* possible reformatory in IU tendency, and 
closes tho subject with an earnest appeal to the 
Legislature to "remember that punishment for 
Crime and reformation of moral* wtu the grand 
object to be accompli shod, and that human 
character was far more valuable than gold.” 

The gentleman from Union urge* this house to 
refuse to extend the prison facilities, to refuse 
to attempt any reformation of the beardleea boys 
now or tnat may hereafter be in our prison*. 
How different from bis noble old graudsire. How 
much he hue retrograded from w here John Adair 
•tood sixty years ago. Metbinks if the old 
Governor could from hts spirit borne have 
hoard that speech to-day .and been told the 
author wa* his own grandchild, if it were pos 
sihle for sorrow to exist in that bright land where 
he dwells, the grand old man would have wept 
bitter tears of grief It is argued that attempts 
at reform are useless on a convict. I will not be¬ 
lieve it. Why. sir. look at tiiat sad scene on 
Mount Calvary, w hen the Saviour of mankind 
wm being crucified There are two thieves also, 
one on either side.. One of them, with penitent, 
humble heart and'tearful eyes, prayed; “Lord, 
when Thou coinest into Thy kingdom, remember 
m©.“ Th© Saviour ansa ©red. ‘This day shall 
thon be w ith Me in Paradis©,** and ever since 
then men have he a repeuliug aud reforming. 
Are the convict* in the Kentucky peuileutiary 
to be abandoned a* soon *« they enter 
it* door*? Shall the inscription written 
over Dante's bell b© placed over Kentucky’s 

E n door*. "Let bo who enters here leave 
behind? ’ shall we go back to the bloody 
of tb© Hindoo, or even **ack to the days 
wneo England's laws contained a 11*1 of more 
than 200 ofT©n-es for which death was the pen¬ 
alty* 1 entertain no sickly wdimenullty on this 
penitentiary question 1 want, men who commit 
crimes punished according to the crime, but I 
want. If possible, to have them returned to the 
ordinary walk* of life so far Improved morally 
as that society will not be in further danger from 
them. 

Th© gentleman from Union argues that con 
vlct labor ought to ooree in competition with free 
labor outside the walls; that those men who work 
by tho day to aupp >rt tnemselve* and families 
ought to have competition. Mr. Speaker, I am 
wholly unable to undoreund bow evru a man 
“born with a silver spuen m his mouth” aud has 
never known a necessity for effort or economy in 
the battle of life can place himself so far above 
the masses as to be tumble to appreciate the 
ceaseless struggle of th© poor man ror only the 
actual necessities of Ufe. Sir. I belong to the 
masse*. I obtain the pittance that serves to 
feed and clothe my wife and children by earnest, 
faithful, unremitting labor. I know the root) 
through which th© poor must travel I stand 
here the representative ot that da** upon 
whose shoulders rest the burdens ot all Gov¬ 
ernments, the bone and sinew of tbe land, 
who by honest toll make rha «*arth yield up her 
treasure* of food, clothing and mineral wealth, 
and supply the sinews of commerce, and make 
prosperity a certainty in this great country of 
our*. Speaking for them. 1 say we want no con¬ 
vict labor outside the walls of tbe penitentiary, 
nor do we place humanity in the -cal© against 
gold. But, Mr. Speaker, 1 have said enough t 
urge not the pneauge of this bill alone because 
the locatlou fixed therein 1« is the county that 1 
have the honor to represent on this floor. Though 
wo want tho branch prison built there; though 
It Is a fact that we live iu a section of the State 
in which the State ba* never spent one dollar of 
her money on public HnprovrmenTa: though 
other rivers than ours have been cared 
for—some lacked and dammed, and 
other* had large sums spent Iu re-moving 
obstructions out them; though turnpike roads 
have been built In Home ere-tlon* with the fitate's 
money, benevolent institution* .if various kinds 
erected and maintained out of the public fund*; 
though we feel t ail to poo* this bill in it* pre- .ent 
form is only just to our section, still, ir 1 bad 
no higher motive and did not urge It* passage 
In Justice to the free labor of the country and in 
the cuu»o of humanity, I would uot ha repre¬ 
senting correctly that noble host of iiatriots and 
philanthropist* who live lu all Wesleru Ken 
lucky, not excepting the county of Union. 
Had I done le*«. I should have been recreant to 
mv trust and should have boon forced to return 
to those who sent me here with bowed bead and 
silent tongue.

A DANDY DUKE.

London, Feb. 0.—“In Her Majesty’s own 
words.** 8ucb b the constitutional stipula¬ 
tion in regard to the Queen’s speech at tho 
opening of each new sewiou of Farliaiuent. 

It is a fiction, however, for, as everybody 
knows, the effusion is always composed by 
the Lord Chancellor, subject to approval by 
tbe Prime Minister and hi* Cabinet. The 
Queen this week indorses the policy of Glad¬ 
stone. Not long ago her annual fulminations 
had a Tory ring in them, and if a change of 
Ministry required it, she would, with tho ut¬ 
most complacency, become a Tory again to¬ 
morrow. bhe is most accommodating in 
this respect. (She ha* to bo, for tbe Mmbtry 
represent tbe people, and the people here, or, 
at least, those of them who vole, are tbe real 
rulers ot the country. Still the illusion is 
kept up, “My Lords and Gentlemen” being 
annually reminded that they are iiAtoning to 
on address in the Queen’s owu words. 1 
suppose if Her Majesty should happen to 
got her back up over anything this provision 
would mean something. Technically it gives 
her the right to say what the pleases. Bhe 
might scold like a termagant if she chose, 
and there have been instances where English 
sovereign* bavo availed themselves of this 
sweet privilege. But Victoria b gracious to 
her people, whatever she maybe to\he mem¬ 
bers of her household, aud it is not likely, so 
long a* supplies are voted, and tho dear chil¬ 
dren and grandchildren properly provided 
for, that she will kick up any fu«s, or cease 
to be as vieldiug clay iu tho hands of her 
Ministerial potters. 

The speech from tbe throne meets w itb 
different treatment in tho upper house from 
that which it got* in tho lower chamber. 
The Opposition in tbe latter body invariably 
try to impeach it. That is, on tbe motion 
that an bumble address be presented to her 
Majesty in reply, they present an amend¬ 
ment. attacking some feature of the Govern¬ 
ment's policy and petitioning the Queen uot 
to listen to the counsel* that have been given 
her. The carrying of *uch an amendment 
would imply that the ministerial course was 
not supported by tbe House, aud those in pow¬ 
er would at once throw up tho sponge. In the 
Lords it is a little different. That body bos 
similar privileges to tho House of Commons, 
aud being overwhelmingly Conservative, it 
could do no ond of mischief if their Lord- 
ships were to take the bit iu their teeth. But 
they stand themselves so near to the tbrono 
that, out of respect to tho Action that the 
speech is “in her Majesty’s owu words,” 
they let it pass with a few criticisms, and 
assent to tbe address in reply without a di¬ 
vision. It would indeed be a strange sight 
to see the Peers placing themselves in antag¬ 
onism to Royalty, though those who love 
consistency will think it equally atrange, on 
tho other baud, that their Lordships should 
be possessed of such elastic consciences; for 
tbe policy which they have now formally 
indorsed they fought tooth and nail during 
the recess, uor did they hesitate to use tbe 
strongest and even vilest terms in trying to 
heap odium upon the 

AUTHORS OF THIS POLICY. 

John Bright said recently that tbe higher 
tbe position of the Conservative orator, tho 
less scrupulous was he in making charges 
against his opponent*, and when the rank ot 
a Marquis or Luke was reached the climax 
of all bitterness might be looked for. Earl 
Granville touched upon the same point in hi* 
reply on Tuesday to tbe Marquis of Salis¬ 
bury. He bad counted up, he said, fifteen 
of the strongest epithet* in tbe English lan- 

f piage which the Marquis and his friends had 
ately used against her Majostv’s Govern¬ 
ment. This list, however, ho added, was not 
complete, since it omitted the phrase about 
Mr. Gladstone being an arch traitor. 

Speaking of Dukes, 1 have not yet beard of 
the Duke of Marlborough taking hi* seat in 
the upper hou>>e. lie succeeded to tbe title 
upon the death of his father last summer, 
having previously been known to fame (ill- 
fame, rather) as the Marquis of Blandford. 
1 he London Hyaro, which often speaks w ith 
more force thau elegance, published a scath¬ 
ing article upon this gentleman some time 
ago. To show tbe kind of men who occa¬ 
sionally find their way into the hereditary 
chamber, which is supposed to be tbe great 
bulwark of religion and morality in this 
country, 1 may give a few extract* from this 
article. Having referred in complimentary 
terms to the former Duke, then just dead, 
the writer says: “Ilia deeply to be regretted 
that to bim 'succeeds an individual who, in¬ 
stead of being an honor to his order, is a dis¬ 
grace to it, aud instead of t»eiug a fine speci¬ 
men of the aristocracy of his country, has 
done all that could be done by one person to 
bring tho aristocracy into coutcmpt. ” “ For 
Dukas,” coutinue* the editor, “as well 
the sous of agi iculturaUlaborers, there is, in 
this world at ail events, ths con¬ 
tingency of amendment. The Duke of 
Marlborough may yet atone for 

tbo conduct which made tho name 
of the Marquis of Blandford iufamous. He 
may yet live to enjoy the friendship of pure 
women aud the respect of Tiigh-minded men. 
He may yet win the acknowledgment tout 
now responsibilities changed the w hole cur¬ 
rent of bis life. Tbe task Is not impossible, 
but it will not be easy; tho place of repent- 
auce will not be found, though he seek it 
carefully with tears, utiles* the memory of 
the years of vice and shame is wiped out by 
years of well-doing.” As to tbe political 
leanings of the now Duke, the article says: 
“It is due to both political parties to *ay 
that neither has shown any disposition to 
include bim within its ranks. Tne Conser¬ 
vatives did not deairc to retain him; tbe Lib¬ 
eral* did not wish to posses him. It is the 
misfortune of the latter that be enrolled 
himself on their side.” For tbe fact* under¬ 
lying this stinging arraignment wo must 
turn to th# Divorce Court. The case wm on 
last winter. It was a most aggravated one, 
tbe titled creature upon whom his favors had 
been lavished being married, aud her hus¬ 
band having connived at the intimacy, 
while tbe outraged wife of the Marquis, who 
- had done all she could to cure hitn of tbo 
infatuation, was rewarded by every form of 
iti*ult. uutil she could bear no more, and bad 
to acok legal relief from her ?>ondage. This 
nobleman is now the patron of thirteen 
church livings. He Ja, moreover, in roceipt 
or' au annual pension from the Government 
of $26,000 a your for something which tho 
fii-st Duke or Marlborough did in Queen 
Anne’s reign. In 112 years his family have 
received altogether over $.*UK)0,000 of the 
country's money iu pousious, and tho bounty 
is to go on till the crack of doom. This, 
however, is a modest sum compared with 
tbe amount some other titled families have 
received in that time from tho public fund*. 
Tbo Grafton# have pocketed more than five 
millions, and the Richmonds aud Welling 
ton* somewhere in the neighborhood of 
cionr millions each. 

Rather galling this to the oppressed tax¬ 
payer* who have to find tbe clunk aud tbe 
thousand* of atarviug poor of whom we hear 
so uiach the-*? dav*. Nor is this tbe whole or 
the wort! of it, for I learn from tho same 
source from which I got tho above figures 
that wirbin the tuue specified, viz., tbe last 
thirty-two years, tho country hud prtid in 
all to tbe families of it* Duke*. Marquise* 
aud EaW*. mostly for pension*, tbe fabulous 
sum of $331,000,000. Tho Duke of Marl¬ 
borough, I may add. is a brotbt-r of that 
young, active, brilliant, though eccentric, 
kUteswau. Lord Randolph (’bun bill, against 
whose private virtue, whatever wuy be his 
political faults, the tongue of bis worst ene¬ 
my can utter no word of reproach. 

Referring again to tho Queen’s speech, that 
document I find promt** the introduction 
during the present session of nine different 
measures, ami pledgee the best effort* of the 
Government to their passage*. One of these 
is a bill extending tho Fariiumtmtory fiko 
t his© to the couutio* on tbo same conditions 
as tbo boroughs enjoy it; that b. to all 
householders who pay taxes. Tbi* bill will 
embrace I rebind, and upou its passage or 
rejection hang* the fate of tho party in 
newer. Should it either fall in tho House or 
be throwu but by the upper chamber, Glad¬ 
stone will call a halt, and the sense of the 
country tested by a general election. Tut* 
latter contingency is highly probable, for tho 
Poor*, though they treat the sovereign with 
respect, never rni-w an opportunity of snub¬ 
bing tbe representative* of tb»* peo|d*. Con- 
*cqu*uHy we may look upon tbo struggles 


that have just begun in tbe House of Com¬ 
mons a* its death throe*, and may expect 
them on that account to be unusually ©evera 
nnd exciting. But uot all* tbe fighting will 
be douo on this francbtei question. 
There will he a hard coule»t 
over tl*j tall which propone* to 
bring the whole of London under one 
municipal government, and another and 
even fiercer fight over tho bill for tho reform 
of the abuses of the present ^overnmeul of 
the couulieo. Ut tue latter local option will 
be a feature. The Home ha* already in¬ 
dorsed th© principle of local option. Now it 
will be aAed to give its sanction to a meas¬ 
ure for carrying out that principle. Let it 
not bo thought for a moment, however, that 
tbe scheme to be brought forward will pro¬ 
vide for the submmiou of tbe question of 
permitting or prohibiting tho Mile of intox¬ 
icants to a direct vote of tbo people. All 
that is contemplated is to toko the ii« casing 
power out of tue band* of the Magistrates 
and giv© it to Home board elected for general 
purpose* by the rate-pavers. This board, 
within its jurisdiction, may license few r>ub 
lie bouses, or many,or non#, as letbinks best: 
but for all it does, or fad* to do, it will, of 
course, bave to answer to the voters who 
constituted it. This is Mr. Gladstone’s idea 
of a proper local-option measure—hardly 
« hat would suit tbe temperance people iu 
our country—and it is certain, moreover, 
that it will not give satisfaction here. Tbe 
liquor interest a will bo sure to oppose it, be¬ 
cause they want here, as clsowhere. to be let 
alone; and tbe other ride, though they may 
think it an improvement on th© present state 
of thiug*, will still fuel that it i* far from 
mooting the necessities ot the case, and lar 
from being an ultimatum. Of the nine 
measure* promised, it can be safely predict 
ed that nut more than three or four will pass 
and that some will not even lie introduced. 
Hotwoeu tbe expectations raised by Minister* 
at tbe b'-guiumg of a session aud their ful¬ 
fillment in actual logislatinn, there is always 
a very wide discrepancy, owing, however, 
not to any lack of good intention* on th© 
port of the Government, but simply for 
want of time, or, in other words, because 
Farliamcnt is blessed, or cursed, with so 
many

Latterly, too, systematic obstruction has 
come iuto vogue—a veritable dog-in-the- 
manger pateut, by which a small minority, 
who can uot have tbvir owu way, resort to 
all sort* of mean devices to prevent others 
from having theirs; so that betweeu tho two 
fires of “muebee tulkce” and downright 
mulishness, tbe Government stand* with it* 
hand* lied and the work of practical legisla¬ 
tion, for which the House of Commons is 
supposed to assemble, becomes the one thing 
above all others wnich it can not do. I h ave 
before mo, in addition to tho one read on 
Tuesday, tbo four other speeches of the 
Queen to tho present Farliamcnt. In the 
first, out of six measure# referred to, throe 
were passed. In tbe second, two only were 
passed out of ten. lu the third, the propor¬ 
tion was three out of nino, while in the fourth 
thirteen were promised and five euacted into 
laws. 

No one was sorry this year that, in con¬ 
formity with an old custom, the beef-eaters 
wore brought*from tbe tow er, prior to the 
assembling of Parllaru«nL, to search the col¬ 
lars and underground rooms of tho two 
bouses, with the object of preventing the 
consummation of any modern gunpowder 
plot. Ordinarily this is looked upon as a 
foolish formality, but it was thought quite in 
place this time. Ireland, however, is not the 
only country which causes trouble over here. 
Dark clouds bang now over England’s 
Egyptian interests. Just as the address to 
tbe tnrone van about to b© moved the nows 
reached us of the slaughter of Baker Pasha's 
force. Thi* unfortunate General i* a great 
favorite with the English people. Your 
readers will uot bave forgotten tbe disgrace¬ 
ful circumstances under which he was de- 

? rived of his commission in the Euglisb army. 

t wa» for an indecent assault upon a young 
lady in a railway carriage I waa 

some years ago, and his brilliant services 
since trader the Turkish and Egyptian Gov¬ 
ernments, coupled with the distinguished po¬ 
sition ho occupied prior to hts fall, as the 
best cavalry officer in the British 
forces. have sufficed to almost 
entirely obliterate this t>lain, so that he is 
now where ho was before in popular esteem, 
if. indeed, tbe reboiiud of feeling in his fuvor 
has not plac ed him in a higher niche. No 
one doubts hi* courago or hi* great skill in 
command.

The 
Egyptian complication boded no good to the 
Government, even a* matters stood previous¬ 
ly. Slid tttov think tills last dovelopuiont 
has sounded its death-knoll. All eyes now 
turn toward Col* Gordon, Should he, too. 
be overtaken by disaster, the country would 
be wild. Gordon, by the way, is an intense¬ 
ly religious man. Before departing on this 
mission be wrote to a friend: “1 go alone, 
with the Infinite, Almighty God to direct 
and guide me, and am glad to so trust Him 
as to fear nothing, and, indeed, to feel sure 
of success.” To undertake, single-handed, 
tbe subjugation of a lot of blood thi rely 
w retches, who have but recently cut two 
large armies to pieces, i* a hazardous enter 
prute. Iu the spirit in w hich GoL Gordon 
has entered upon it, it looks to me very 
much like au unnecessary tempting of Provi- 
deuce. Nevertheless, the old adage, “Noth¬ 
ing venture, nothing win,” ia very true, and 
if the oue w ho makes the large venture in the 
present instance should be so fortunate as to 
win, uot only will be be exalted to the posi¬ 
tion of the world’s hero, but be will stand a 
good chance of being canonized as tb© favor¬ 
ite son of tbe churches. H. T.

The L. and N. Special Beat? the Cincinnati 
Southern Into Near Orleana Fire Honrs— 
8oine Remarkable Hanning. 


LOCAI* GENERAL AND PER80NAL. 

The Ducal train, which passed here Satur¬ 
day at noou, bearing the Dukes of Cincin¬ 
nati on their any to New Orleans and Mardi 
Gras, was perhaps tbo best equipped and 
bent manned train run over the L. and N. 
for many days. Tbo locomotive wan the 
special pride of the engineer, and the latter 
was the pride and ho]* of tbo Chief Engi¬ 
neer's corf*, noted for his steady nerve and 
tinfailing judgment in handling his engine; 
beside him was a picked fireman, and on the 
train a crew that could be depended on for 
alacrity in movement. The balance of the 
rolling outfit was a baggago-car, one coach 
and three sleepers. 

As this train crossed its bridge at Cincin¬ 
nati, four minutes after 9 o'clock Saturday 
morning, another, fitted out precisely like it, 
vitb the same number of cars and tbo same 
powerful locomotive, could be seen crossing 
tbe Cincinnati Southern bridge some distance 
below. 

This meant something, and finally it 
was whispered among tho Dukes on the L. 
and N. train that there was to be a race—the 
order of Cinciunatus was on tbe Cincinnati 
Southern, and they wanted to arrive at New 
Orleans first. Speculation was rife a* to 
what the result would l»e. Tbe Southern 
had tbe advantage in distance, its line being 
625 mile* loug. while the L. and N. line i* 
irdl miles. But then the letter's road-bed is 
older aud more reliable, and can stand bard 
running from one end to the other. Tho 
Southern cau run like a streak over the first 
portion of the distance, but it was said would 
have to slow up on the Alabama and Great 
bouthern division, if not before. 

The L. and N\ train arriv«»d here from Cin¬ 
cinnati in something less than four hours; 
word was wired back from Kocky Hill that 
she bad passed that point, 93 miles oil, like a 
streak of lightening, 1 hour and 50 minutes 
later; from Bowling Green came the news 
that the distance, 111 miles, had been cov¬ 
ered in 2 hours and 20 minutes; the distance 
from that point to Nashville, 0*1 miles, was 
made in less than as many minutes. The 
next tiiuo hoard from, tbe “streak” was 
passing Decatur, having reached that point, 
417 mile* irom Cincinnati, at 9 o’clock Sat¬ 
urday night, after a run of exactly 12 hours.

TEXT OF THE BILI. PRESCRIBING THE rOWERK 

■▲lib Denies OK TBl BOARPOF IA1LIOAD 
i 'iMMI" IONER&. 

Mr. Smith, from the Committee on Rail¬ 
roads. on Friday, 22d. reported the following 
very important bill, w hich was ordered to 
be printed and recommitted to tho 6ome 
committee, vix: 

AN ACT TO ESTABLISH A BOARD OF RAILROAD COM 
M1SMONEKS AND PKESt ltlllt: THEIR POWERS AND 
bCTHM. 

Section 1. Be it cn acted by the General A a 
sembly of the Commo'uc*altA of Kentucky. That 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund are 
hereby created, ex officio. a Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, end authorized to select a Secre¬ 
tary foreaid Board of ( omim*doner-, who shall 
keep the books. Accounts, und papers of said 
Board, and perforin such duties as tne said Com 
miKaioners may require of him to fully carry Into 
efTect the provisions of this act: ami for that pur¬ 
pose the said Secretary of said Board of (’om 
ront'ioners shall keep an office at Frankfort, to 
Ik* always kepi open for the transaction of busi¬ 
ness. 

Sec. 2. That tbe President or chief officer of 
each railroad company, or other corporation 
owning a railroad lying in this State, shall, in 
the monlh of July in each year, return to the 
said Commissioner.-,, under oath, the total length 
of such railroad within thin State, and in eucti 
county, city and irtcorporated town therein, to¬ 
gether with the average value per mile thereof, 
for the purpose of bring operated os a carrier or 
freight or passengers, including nil the engines 
and cars, and a list of the depot grounds and im¬ 
provements and other rail estate of tho said 
company, and the value thereof, and the respec 
tive counties, cities und incorporated towus in 
which the satne is located. That if any of suid 
companies, own or operate a railroad or railroads 
out of this State, but in connection with its rood 
in this State, tbe President or chief officer of 
such company shall only be required to return

THE WATER AT LAST ENTIRELY OCT. 

After two weeks’ siege tbe flood-gates 
hav« been raided, a* it were, and the flood water 
has ontirely disappeared from this city. F.ven if 
it did make a wreck of almost everything iu the 
city, people are contented to get biick ouce more 
into their damp bouse*. The work of repairing 
will hardly commence until next week, as 
it will take time to wash tbs mud 
from the houses and street*. Although yesterday 
was Suuday. many people aero bu*) cleaning up 
or pumping water out of their cellars. To-mor¬ 
row night the lias Company premises to have the 
city lighted, and the streets will nol present so 
dismal an npimarauce after dark. There is hard¬ 
ly a way to calculate the losses to individual* 
by this flood. There are more than 
10.0(H) inhabit rat* in Jeffcrsouvillc. and 
probably *J.IK>0 houses. If there are 2,000 houses, 
at least LbOO of them were flooded, and, in most 
cases, the fences and outhouses have ejther been 
swept aw iy or overturned. To say nothing about 
tue loss of time, this olwii- would make the dam¬ 
ages enormous In order to niAke their homes 
look respeciablc again, everybody will be com¬ 
pelled to pApor or fMLini their house* again. This 
work can not commence lor beveral months, 
as the houses will not be dry until summer. 
Everybody i* going to worn in earnest, however. 
Nobody has yet spoken about moving out of town, 
and a majority of people sensibly conclude that 
it may br* fifty years before another such flood 
comes along; but If auolher does come every¬ 
body will Lake to the hill*. 

The commissary will be opened again to-day 
on Spring street, and those who want rations 
will be supplied 

Those who have medicines to contribute should 
send them to the Board of Health. Considerable 
sickness has developed during the past few 
days.

Mr* Reynold* .Meet* Her Death by a Fall 
From a Mai-rase. 

A death from a peculiar accident was tbo 
cause of a coroner’s inquest yesterday morn¬ 
ing. The victim was Mrs. Mary Reynolds, 
who was employed as a domestic by a fam¬ 
ily named Wyatt, living at No. 1,241» 
Twelfth street. She was found dead at the 
foot of a staircase when the family got up 
to breakfast. 

The circumstances of the affair are rather 
peculiar, but can only be conjectured. She 
was paid off by her employers for 
the week’s work in the evening, and 
soon after weut out. She did uot re¬ 
turn when the family retired, but this was 
not ^o unusual as to cause alarm, aud no at¬ 
tention was paid to her absence. Late in the 
night some of the family were awakened by 
a noise as of something falling down the 
stairway, but, os the hou»o is a tenement, 
nobody thought it worth while getting up Lo 
investigate. It was no doubt made by .Mrs. 
Reynolds iu tb# fall which broke her neck. 

When the body was discovered yesterday 
morning it was cold, and death had evident 
ly occurred some hours before. An inquest 
was held by Dr. Miller, a verdict being re¬ 
turned m accordance with tbe facts. 

The uecease.l was about 35 years old, and 
a widow. With the exception of a son-in- 
law named Mus3eiman, who is a carpenter 
on Green street, below Thirteenth, it i* not 
known that she bad any relative* living in 
the city. It L not known whether or not site 
had been drinking, or wbat occasioned the

Their 
count-el say that they can mulnuiu actions sue- 
ccsrtftilly against the trustees or directors for 
negligent administration by which Mr. VtUard 
wa* permitted to mismanage the affaire of the 
rvtad. The stockholders claim that the directors 
ar# liable for breach of trust, and for fraudulent 
statements or concealment. Mr James Boyd, of 
No. 30 Broad street, is the name at the bead «*f 
the list of stockholders, and there are some thirty 
other* associated with him.

I*ast evening the northeast end of the 
bridge crovung Heargr&s* creek ut the 
Brown*bom roml gave way. The high 
water bos loo*envd the enrttiun wall backing 
the stone abutment and forced the stone¬ 
work out into the creek.

Yesterday morning at the Second Presby¬ 
terian church a very large congregation 
gathered to bear Kvaogelist Morton, who 
read from Exodus the account of tho Pass- 
over, and took for a text, “And tbo blood 
shall be to you for a token upon the bouses 
where ye are; and when I see the blood 1 
w ill pass over you, and the plague shall not 
be upou you to destroy you whou 1 smite tho 
land of Egypt.’* 

“One of the most interesting features, ** 
said be, “of modern education is object 
teaching. Great mailers in leacmng have 
been masters of illustrations. This was a 
feature of the teaching of our Lord and 
baviour’s teaching; nu<f it was but a con- 
tiauatiou of God’s rnauucr of deaiiug with 
the children of Israel. There are two plans 
of object teaching—the Unit from exjieri- 
enee. the second by symbols God in history 
is a most interesting study. And in the 
crash of events and crumbling of empires 
God s hand is ever seen. 

“The heathen may rage, but He that «ifc- 
teth in the heaveus shall laugh. Our text 
shows one of God’s symbolic teachings. 
From Genesis to Revelations tbu blood¬ 
offering is seen, ft was in Abel’s first altar 
just ousido of F.den; it was in the bleat of 
every lamb and tho moan of every bullock. 
Wesoe God call Abraham, not that he w as 
better than any one, but because of God’s 
own pleasure. He guve Abraham great 
promises. He led the children of Abraham 
into Egypt. Thore they saw the curse of 
sin. Here you can see the impossibility of 
spiritual advancement by mere mental cul¬ 
ture. IiOok at Egypt, Frauce, Greece, India, 
Rome, where arts flourished most, where li¬ 
braries were largest in number and variety. 
God let His people see the effects of sin in 
Egypt. Now he' will learn them another 
lvsaon. Pharaoh would not let the people 
go—the plagues came. How often, sinner, 
has God warned you I Look back at your 
memory of sickness and death. Your soul 
swings on a pivot. Repent and accept God’s 
offer. 

“God’s final stroke in Egypt was the 
death of the first born. Tuere is no repent¬ 
ance after the final blow. The blood alone 
averted that blow, 'l^ere is simple theology 
in that blood. The lamb, the dove, were 
not selected by God for naught. I he lamb 
must be slain: the blood ruu*r be shed: a life 
must tie sacrificed. This is the great proof 
of the enormity of sin. Soc what it cost to 
atone for it—the blood of the Lamb of God. 
In order that you and 1 might live, Jesus 
Christ died. His sufferings were not enough; 
He must die. This is typified in Genesis, 
preached by Peler, Paul and the Apostles, 
aud John, in Revelation, praises thu precious 
blooci of Christ, and tails of those washed in 
the blood of the Lamb. 

“But now observe iu the preparation the 
lamb U killed and the blood must be 
spnukled on the door lintels, and the ungel 
of death parsed by. Where there w&s no 
blood he entered. You must accept God’s 
way. There is no substitute for the blood. 
Being houestly mistaken, believing sincerely 
on error, will not excuse. 

“The only safety is in Udievffig God’s 
truth. Again, there might buve been some 
who intended to sprinkle the blood, but suid 
there w&* tune enough. The lamb might 
have been tied outside the di*>r, with tne 
blood, basin, hyssop almost ready; but. tired 
out, thoy may have laid down to rest—the 
angel was not coming till midnight, they 
would soon get up. But alas! they sleep on 
past midnight, and are awakened bv the 
awful cry tnat tu« first born was dead! Ub, 
my dear fellow-sinner*, it rauy be ihul this 
bubbath is almost midnight witu you, and 
you buve not yet applied the olood. Ali is 
ready tor you; only act* 

“lliere is u b.* ^l reflection—many a 
foarlui mother in Egypt, leat ing that thu 
angel might not U-e blood, mny have 
hugged uvr d*ar om* to hoi bosom; but after 
it was over she Ihunkwl God ns sue wont ou 
to Cauaan. rSo there may be poor souis 
here who tear that they don’t ioy* God 
•Bough. Ah, it u not your great faith. It 
is the blood applied—the blood of Chn*t. In 
the great day of wrath nothing that you do 
will avail; nothing bu. mat blood con secure 
you. Accept it uow."

Dr. Manly preachod m the morning from 
Rev. v., 12—“Worthy is the Lamb taat wss 
slain to receive power, and riches, uud wis¬ 
dom, and strength, and honor, and glory, 
and blessing.” 

He said: “In all our preaching personal 
affection to Christ holds too small a place. 
The text is an ascription of praise to the 
Lamb. We unite with the redeemed in glory 
is ascribing pi aise to Christ. Worthy u the 
Lamb. God has revealed himself to uh in 
t hnst. Ho of wnoin Most sand tbo prophet* 
did write wits the Son of God. Abraham 
saw hi# dav and was glad. But Christ was 
man os will as God In him were oil the 
perfections of human nature in 1u»t propor¬ 
tion. His was a perfect man. Ho is worthy 
of our praise os God aud a* man. 

“But he is worthy of our prnivo for what 
he has done. Whiis w* may admire a grand 
character, but grand deeds open up the foun¬ 
tain of our emotions. Christ died for us. 
How wonderful! When Christ took upon 
himself our nature n multitude of angels 
looked in wonder ou the scene and shouted 
their aoug of joy. Again and again by Hi# 
miracles He decfttred himself more than 
man. Life and death took tboir order from 
Hint, and Jove coutroled all. But not in 
these do we find the cause of rejoicing. The 
lamb slain is the theme of joy to tho Chris¬ 
tian. His agony w.-w great. His mental agony 
was greater than his physical. He tiled of a 
broken heart. Martyrs have been strength¬ 
ened by trust in this Jesus; but He suffered 
deepest agony. What does it mean but that 
He was weighed down by tho world’s gudtf 

“But go to Olivet. Jesus, who died, ha# 
arisen; has asoenieu on high to make inter¬ 
cession for us. .Stand by Stephen as he looks 
iuUi tho open heaven. Kneel with the peni¬ 
tent. Though exalted on high. He uevor 
lorgels those whom ilo loves aud for whom 
He died. There is a legend of a 
boat guided by an unseen hand 
through storm ’ and tempest. That 
legend has become true. Jems guides 
u» through all the storms of life. His hand 
controls. Christ never died for the angoh, 
but for us. There is a new hong on high- 
new. because angel* have novttr learned it; 
angels can uot sing it. Let us *top some 
tinie to praise our Saviour. What if storms 
and trial# do come. 

“How ought wo to join in this song? By 
a continuous soug of praise. Let u* do ev¬ 
erything to 11 »s glory. Then work will be 
w orship and study w’lll be song. Unconvert¬ 
ed hearer, is not Christ worthy of your 
praise.' If so, why not give him your heart? 
If you will net praise Him we will. We 
have nothing but sinful hearts to givo Him, 
but we give Him these. Will you cornel 
Will you accept Him?” 

Flr«t Prr«bylerUn Churrlt. 

The subject of Dr. Witherspoon’s morning 
sermon was “The Children Sitting in the 
Markets,” from Mutt, xi , ld-17. He ex¬ 
plained the custom referred to, of the little 
ouo* m their play imitating the jpyou* pro¬ 
cession* in honor of marriage, and the 
solemn procession# on fuuerai occasions, and 
reproaching their fellows that they would 
not join in either attempt to promote socia¬ 
bility and enjoyment. “ThU scene,” said 
ho. “in its essential features reap; km ring in 
the children amongst every day, our Saviour 
usee to illustrate the variety of method which 
God employs to wm the hearts of men, and 
their strange indifference to them nil. This 
variety of method appear* first in the great 
number aud varied character of the 
writers who were inspired to write 
the sacred scriptures, nu*n of every ago, 
rank and condition in life, men of most un¬ 
equal genius and learning *aiid most widely 
varying temperament aud disposition, it 
appears also iu the great variety of t-tlent 
and of mental charaoU-rhtics in tho<* whom 
Gi»d calls Into the ministry, in tile various 
d 'nominations, agreeiug in essential#, but 
differing In nones*eutiaU. into which the 
i church has become divided, so that all shades 


of opinion aud peculiarities and preferences 
may be suited. The same thing appears tu 
the varied providential dealings of God with 
men, sending alternations of sickness and 
health, of prosperity and adversity, of joy 
aod sorrow, that by one or other of the** the 
heart may be touched and turned to God. 
Thus, as the children in tho markets tried a 
variety of games to attract their fellows, so 
G od has tried a variety of methods to draw 
us. But, alas, too often with the same 
result; for, as in the former case, the 
wayward children would neither dance 
wheu their fellows piped, nor 
lament when tbtoir fellow* mourned. 
so the s.nnor remain# inneusible to ail 
God’s drawings, aod is moved effectually by 
none. And, as in the illustration, thn ob 
stimite children throw the blatue no th* ir 
follows who are trying to please them, com¬ 
plaining that tho play is now too lively and 
now to doleful; so m»n find a thousand pre¬ 
texts and excosse to shift upon God. or the 
Bible, or the profe*«ors of religion, tho re¬ 
sponsibility of their failure to become the 
faithful servant* of God. Let the Church 
learn to follow the example Of its great bead 
in being 'all thing* to all men;’but let the 
men of the * orld also learn the lesson of tho 
text, and yield to the movements of the 
Spirit of God.** 

The <.'he#tnut-$lreet MothodUt Church. 

Yesterday morning Dr. H. C. Morrison 
preached to a large audience from the text, 
“The earth is the Lord's aud the fulluess 
thereof.” He said: “This Scripture allows 
nothing to Satan. The church gives place 
to the devil. It allows him territory, aud 
rights, and real estate; and forgets that be is 
an intruder and usurper. He assumes title 
to part of the real estate and business of 
every town and community. He claims 
whole squares in your city, and bouses in 
every business block. The children of God 
nov6r make a foot-print upon this territory, 
but acknowledge it as belonging to Satan. 
This text allow* no such claims. The earth 
is the Lord’s. Every square inch of it. 
Every saloon and gainbliug hell L« as much 
the Lord’s as the temple on Mount Zion. The 
places in this and other cities known us hell's 
half-acres are as much His as the churches 
whose spires ever poiut heavenward. Hail 
has no half-acre, nor half-foot, nor half inch 
on this earth. Satan’s every claim is a 
usurpation. He ho* not so much as 
a six-months’ lease upon a foot of 
onr planet, and the spirit of this text 
teaches us to concede nothing to him, aud 
would fire u* with a holy zeal to destroy his 
works and recapture all lie ha? appropriated. 
The very sight of a place devoted to him 
should lead us to mightier efforts to destroy 
his dominion. 

“This text allow* notbiug to self. We fnll 
into the mistake of thinking that such and 
such tuingi are ours, when ttu'y ore but com¬ 
mitted to our keeping. We must get free 
from the two false ideas—the devil’s claims 
and our claim*—before we can give God His 
proper place and claim. This Scripture 
affects our conduct. When we are in the 
hurne of a friend we are constantly under a 
sense of his ownership, and that makes its 
impress up our deportment, and to begin to 
take authority and act as though all belonged 
to us would outrage the kiuduess shown us. 
Yet men come into this world and live at 
God’s expense and are eaUrtained by 
divine hospitality, and at the suiue 
time disregard * every law be ha* 

S iven to regulate the realm. 

leu act as though they were proprietors 
bore, anti forget that *tbey are butdirt- 
dftuber* stuck npon earth’s bosom for a brief 
period, and. with the opening #e.vson, to 
etiange and pa<* into another state and leave 
the mud huts in which they began their liv¬ 
ing. 

“We are but tenants in time. The tenant 
is known by his care of the property he oc¬ 
cupies and hie consideration of the interest 
of the landlord. If be has low principles it 
will be seen in bis tenautship. In the abu«e, 
neglect and bad care of the premises. What 
are the-marks of our tenantship? Have we 
cared for the interest of the divine Land¬ 
lord! We nay no rent, do we so much as 
take care or the property i Are things im¬ 
proved, in a moral seuso, by our influence! 
I# the world any better by our being in Jtf 
“Wu are bb, soul and laxly. We are 
bought w ith a [nice, nnd are no more our 
own than is the earth on which wp live. 
How, then, are we uniug these souls and 
bodies? Loan a man an implement for hi* 
own benefit or pleasure Let him keop it as 
long as he can. abuse it as much as he can, 
and twi n you compel itt return, let him 
return it broken, worn out and worthless; 
nnd you *ce iu this his tneamie-s and ignobil¬ 
ity. This is the way (Tod tests our character 
—by loauing u* a soul and a body to sue 
what we will do with them. Are you ready 
to return them now. if demanded?’ 

“This text sees God everywhere. When 
we feel God's owuorship over all things, 
then are w« belter nrc-pnrod to see him in all 
things. Religion I» not the finding out of 
uew tbiugs, but the putting God into things 
long familiar, the making every thing around 
ue to live with a divine life. * It interpret* 
all from him. It sees him first in all things. 
It sees him near. Everything becomes sac¬ 
ramental and a 'real presence’ whan we 
hare a due sen«e of God’s ownership. We 
see him interfering and putting his hand 
npon aud guiding everything with which wo 
are connected. This is acquaintanceship 
with God. Familiarity with God That fa¬ 
miliarity which the child has with the father 
—a familiarity which bos reverence and per¬ 
fect trust, that confides all to ho . waits and 
worebiu# and wants only his will. All these 
high privileges are booed m the spirit of this 
text, ‘Tne earth i* the Lord’#.* *’

A DISASTROUS FIRE. 


Tbs Cloak and Suit E*tab!ishmont of L. Heilprin A 
Co. Sustains a Lois of $60,000 {Yester¬ 
day Morning. 


NECESSITY OF A TARPAULIN PATROL. 


The most disastrous fire of the year oc¬ 
curred in tbo large ladies’ cloak and suit es¬ 
tablishment of L. Heilprin & Co., 7IB West 
Main street, jetterday morning. It wa# de¬ 
tected about 11:30 o’clock, and two alarms 
were turned in from the private box of Bam¬ 
berger, Bloom & Co., No. 412. 

The Fire Department came on the ground 
with its accustomed promptness, out the 
flames bad already gained too much head¬ 
way to be easily checked. The tiro had 
btartsd from a defective flue In the third 
story, but it had extended to the second 
and fourth ones before water could be 
thrown. Home loose furniture in the fourth 
story, and the counters upon wuich were 
piled large heaps of costly goods in the third, 
were burning fiercely, and the intense heat 
made the work a dangerous out*. An en¬ 
trance into the building was forced without 
loss of time, aud os quickly a# po«*ioie sev¬ 
eral lines of hose were arranged. The men 
did gallant work, and in a short while the 
fire wa* under control. 

The damage to the building was 
comparatively light. but tin cost¬ 
ly stock suffered greul injury. The 
roof and wooden walls of tho trout of the 
house were entirely ruined. The staircases 
leading from the second to the third, aud 
from the third to the tourlb stories, were also 
nearly consumed, and so were the oounters 
and stand# ou these floors. The flame* were 
checked before the second floor or its con¬ 
tents were iujured. 

The costly stock on the third floor wa* a 
total loss. Nearly everything wa# barued, 
and huge piles of cloak* were left a inass of 
charred aud crumbling ashes. Everything 
on the fourth floor *harod the name fate. Iu 
the second story the large assort¬ 
ment of cloaks and suits was al¬ 
most untouched by the fire, but 
all bad been drenched with the 
water which stood two or three inches deep 
on the floor. The damage here wa# almost 
a# great by the one element es iu the upper 
story by the other. Tho stock on the first 
floor consisted mainly of suits and lecos, all 
of which we# more or less injured by the 
water. 

The exact amount of the lo&s it - was Im¬ 
possible to ascertain, but Mr. L. H. Fried- 
lander, one of the member* of the firm, fear# 
that it will foot up nearly $60,0X>. The 
firm has been carrying a very large stock, 
though it wa# much reduced at the ap¬ 
proach of spring. The silk aud plush 
cloaks and other valuable garments were all 
stored in tho third story, where everything 
wn> a complete lo*#. The good* in the second 
story* were injured less by fire than by water, 
but wore bauiy damaged. 

The stock wo# insured in different agencies 
to the amount of about $55,000. Barbee & 
Cattleman, Morn# & Bayly, M. A. Huston 
and iiearv VV. Gray & Co. are the agent* 
through whom tue ri#k# were obtained. 
Owing to tbe absence of one of the tnemoers 
of tho firm, neither Mr. Heilprin nor Mr. 
Friedlauder could tell ou wnat companies 
the policies were held. 

A lot of elegant furniture. alino»t now and 
worth from $2,500 to $3,0c'0, was in the 
fourth story, u having been stored tln-ie by 
Mr. Fnedlander when he broke up h >u«e- 
keeping, about a year ago. On tbw bo had 
been carrying a policy ot $1,000 until a few 
months ago, when he cut it di w,i to 1500. 
This insurance was’ in the Norwich Union 
Company. 

The lo*s to tbe building will not exceed 
$1,000. It will be nec*-»ary to replace the 
front part of the roof end a great part of tue 
flooring. Tho house w tn© property of Mr. 
H. Victor Neworob. of New York, and is 
supposed to be fully insured. 

The dry good* bouse of Dojps, Mnlliry & 
Co., next door, received slight injury, but 
not enough to be of consequence. That it 
was not burned down is due to the efforts of 
the firemen. They have seldom, if ever, 
done better work. 

The absolute necessity of a patrol, with 
tarpaulins to cover up the goods in burning 
buildiugs, was forcibly *hown. Had tbe 

§ ood* lx«n protected frem the water yo*ter- 
ay a loss of thousands of dollar* would 
have been saved. The boys of the uvo hook 
and ladder companies spread their tarpaulins 
over some of the stock in the first story as 
soon after arrival es possible, and printed 
a great deal of d&tnage. The patrols exist 
in almost every other city of consequence, 
and tbe insurant companies are blind to tbeir 
own Interest# w heu they refuse to establish 
the eystci here. Tho men could get on 
the ground at the same time as 

tbe fire department, and their prompt action 
would save thousand* of dollars every year. 
Firemen have no time to attend to saring 
goons when house# ere In danger 
John Sweeney, a member of the Baxter 
book and ladder company, met with a pain¬ 
ful accident. He wo# forcing his w’ay 
tbrouga tbe glass front of the house when a 
deop gash wa# cut iu hi# right arm. Tbe 
hurt wa* dressed by Dr. Geo. W. Griffiths. 

The fire originated from a defective fiuo 
in tbe third story. A large store wa* used 
to heat the building, and wus fouudto be red 
hot when the fire was discovered. 

A It RPLOllA HLE ACC1MEST. 

A Flagman of ilie J., )|. and I, Ran Over 
end IVrhap# Fatally Injired. 

Charles Green, a boy of uventeen, em¬ 
ployed by tne J., M. aud 1. railroad os a 
flagman, was run over by a train of cars 
yesterday afternoon on the curve between 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, south of 
Broadway, aud severely, if not fatally, in¬ 
jured. His duties were to ride a horse ahead 
of aU trains passing through Fourteenth 
street, from Mam to Maple, dUpiaving n 
red flag a# a waruing to prevent |*opl# from 
getting uu tbe track. He was awaiting a 
tram near Maple street when a Mwitcb en¬ 
gine approached with some care; and be wa# 
crossing the track to mount hi$ noree when 
he slipped and fell, tbe train posting over 
his body. He wa* picked up in an uncon¬ 
scious condition, placed on the eugine and 
taken to the Fourteenth street depot, where 
Dr. Griffith# wa*summoned. Upon regaining 
consciouMieSM he was perfectly cairn aud 
collected. Tbe doctor had him removed to 
tbo house of his stepfatner, N. W. Try on, 
1,107 Grayson street, when Dr. Robert# 
was called in, and the two physicians did 
everything that skill could do to reliure his 
suffering#. He sustained a compound frac¬ 
ture of tbe left arm above tbe elbow, both 
leg# are broken near tbe thigh and hi# head 
is bruiscu; ho may have sustained internal 
injuries, and Dr. 'Griffiths think# it is doubt¬ 
ful if he will r»*cover. The boy ha# always 
borne an excellent reputation iu the neigh¬ 
borhood, and hi# relatives take the accident 
very much to heart.
